Two coolly desperate train robbers, Henry 


shot and instantly killed Special Officer 
Patrick H. Owens of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad Friday night as he was

N. A. Largeant, who was being held up and 
robbed in the caboose by the desperadoes. 
Early yesterday morning while fleeing from 
the scene of their first murder the robbers 
shot and probably mortally wounded Officer 
Patrick McGrath of the Northwestern, who 
was about to attempt their arrest. The

They forced the brakeman to this 
course so that he could not cry out and give 
the alarm, as he would have done had he been 
left outside. Assoon as the revolvers were 
atthe conductor’s head Thompson dropped 
off the moving train and made for the Deer- 
field depot, from which an alarm was sent 
out by wire all along the line of the railroad. 
The engineer discovered the loss of the 
caboose when the train had gone 
a mile, The whole country was 
then aroused, but in the darkness only 
slow progress in the way of a search could be 
made.. The people of Deerfield recognized 
the robbers from the description given by the 
conductor and brakeman as two men who had 
been hanging about the place for some days 
and who occasionally made purchases of food. 


The Shooting of McGrath. 


The murderers fled east from the scene of 
their crime through the darkness of the night 
until they struck the Northwestern road a few 
miles north of Evanston. The track was fol- 
lowed to North Evanston, where they jum ped 
on a freight train running over a 
branch transfer line to Mayfair. They 
boarded an empty coal car which 
on reaching Mayfair was switched on to the 
main line of the road. There it was that Pat- 
rick McGrath, the watchman, saw them. A 
dispatch had told him of the murder of De- 
tective Owens and had given him orders to 
arrest suspicious characters. He made for 
Gordon and Lake with the intention of get- 
ting a good look at them, It was daylight, 
and as the officer approached he saw that the 
mien were armed and apparently bent on re- 
sisting arrest if it were offered. He started 
to get on the car next tothem, when murderer 
Gordon shot. McGrath’s pistol arm fell 
useless. The bullet had broken the 
bone between the shoulder and the 
elbow and had passed into his side. McGrath 
tried to draw his weapon and still pressed 
bravely towards the ruffians and Gordon fired 
again. The officer fell with a bullethole

MAYOR HOPKINS EXHIBITS HIM AT

For the first time in his life Franklin Mac.

It was 
the first annual picnic of the City Hall em- 
ployés and it was the largest and most suc- 
cessful from the standpoint of the average 
machine Democrat that has ever been held in 
Cook County. This, however, was only in 
point of attendance. The County Democracy, 
which has been holdinga picnic every sum- 
mer for a dozen years, has had outings that 
yesterday’s gathering could not approach 
from the standpoint of whole-souled Demo- 
cratic enthusiasm. 

Yesterday’s picnic was a jam from start to 
finish. The first train pulled out of the Santa 
Fé Depot at 9:30 and every car was crowded, 
Extra trains continued to run down to Co- 
jumbia Park, where this celebrated event 
took place, at intervals up to 3 o'clock, and 
altogether 113 carloads of people were land- 
ed at Charley Kern’s resort, which is just off 
the big Drainage Canal along Mike McDer- 
mott’s section. The City Hall people esti- 
mated that they had 10,000 people on the 
grounds to drink their beer, participate in 
their games, and dance their dances. 

Atthe Polk Street Station, where the cars 
were loaded, there was a constant jam pre-

They ran along the track to Higgins road. 


On that thoroughfare they made west as fast 
as their legs could take them. At the endof a 
mile they met Farmer Egglestein of the Town 
of Jefferson driving a wagon towards Chica- 
go. He had his little girl on the seat with 
him, and behind was a load of vegetables. 
Lake poked a pistol in Egglestein’s face and 
the farmer jumped down and lifted his child 
after bim. The murderous companions 
jumped in, dumped out ‘the vegetables, and, 
whipping up the horse, continued their flight. 
Just then to their rear and bulf a mile off 
rose a cloud of dust. It was raised 
by the Irving Park police pa- 
trol wagon, which had swung into 
Higgins’ road in pursuit. The fugitiver saw it 
and applied the whip. Their single horse was 
no match for the pair that pulled the patrol. 
Driver Moczyanda was on the box and in the 
body of the vehicie were Sergt. Stahl and Pa- 
trolmen Koch, Primrose, and Griffin. 


Facing a Halil-Storm of Bullets. 


The chase was on in earnest. The patrol 
wagon gained perceptibly. The patrol horses 
responded to every word of encouragement 
and the horse of the pursued was doing his 
best under the stimulus of the whip. A 
mile saw the distance diminished until 
there was fairly good shooting for the pur- 
sued, armed as they were with revolvers that

fell little short of being rifles. Ona drove, 
which one could not be told at that distance, 
and the other, facing the oncoming biuecoats, 
fired at them repeatedly. The patrol driver 
bent low, but kept up his encouraging words 
to the horses. The officers jumped to the 
front part of the wagon and sent a volley at 
the flying pair of ruffians. They drew the 
horse up so sharply that it came to its 
haunches. The driver joined his comrade, 
faced the oncoming policemen, fired at them, 
jumped to the ground, and dived into the shel- 
ter of the growing corn which covered the 
acres of the great field by the road. The 
patrol wagon stopped and the policemen, 
pistols in hand, cleared the sider and made 
for the fence. As they struck the wire two 
bullets cut through the corn tassels and whis- 
tled by them. Into the corn they dashed, 
firing now and then as the sound of the fugi- 
tives gave them direction. The cornfield 
passed, a stubble succeeded. Across this clear 
space the pursued went like some of their 
own shots. They whirled occasionally and 
fired, to be answered by a volley from the lit- 
tle set of fours in pursuit. The police 
were trying to close in, as the distance and the 
rapid gait made shooting almost useless. 

Another cornfield was reached and into it 
went Gordon and, Lake. Once into its recesses 
they changed their tactics and lay quiet. 
Sergt. Stahl’s party in the meantime had been 
reinforced by a crowd of citizens. The rob- 
bers apparently knew this, for they seemed to 
have stolen quietly through the remainder of 
the corn and they were next seen just as they 
entered a dense wood near the Desplaines 
River. : 

Their course thus far had been parallel to 
and close by the Higgins road. They forded 
the river near the bridge and under cover of 
the truss managed to get near Orchard place 
before they came in sight again. 

Then they calmly cleaned’ their guns and 
prepared for another battle. The whole 
county was aroused by thistime.

The 1:30 train seemed to be the most pop- 
ular for getting away, at least the crowd 
seemed larger at that time than at any other, 
but this is not surprising as it had been known 
for several days that Mayor Hopkins, Mr.

Mrs. Annie Allis Wants a Divorce Granted 
to Her Husband Last April Annulled. 
San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 25.—A strange 

story of one man’s perfidy has come to light 

in the Divorce Court here. Mrs. Annie Allis, 
employé of a New York publishing house, has 

begun an action for the annulment of a di- 

vorce which her husband, Edmund C. Allis, 

obtained from her in San Benito County, this 

State, in April last. The proceedings reveal 

another chapter in a domestic episode that 

startled society in St. Paul, Minn., in 

1885. At that time Edmund C. 

Allis was an attorney in that 

city and a pillar of Christ's Church. He dis- 

appeared mysteriously, having eloped with a 

girl named Sophie Sanderson, who had heen 

a friend of Mrs. Allis in Philadelphia before 

her marriage. Mrs. Allis finally forgave her 

husband, but according to the complaint filed 

today he deserted her again in 1888. 

From 1888 until the present year 

Mrs. Allis heard nothing more of her recre- 

ant spouse. Her first information was re- 

‘ceived in April last, when she heard of the di- 

vorce granted in California under allegations 

of desertion and extreme cruelty. Allis has 
since married an estimable young lady named 

Stevens, whose parents reside at Santa Rosa, 

this State. It is the intention of the discard- 

ed wife to secure the annulment of the San 

Benito County divorce and to prosecute the 

recreant husband for bigamy.

At 
San Francisco he will get a steamer for Ja-

This is not the Prince’s first visit to Chi- 
cago. He was at the World’s Fair last year 
when he started out on his present trip, 
which he then intended to make a tour 
around the world. The war, however, inter- 
fered with that. He escaped observation 
among the crowds then at the Fair, and but 
few people knew of his presence in the city. 
He is, as stated, an officer in the Japanese 
navy, and the main purpose of his journey 
was to study the naval methods of European 
countries. His anxiety to get home is due to

Lake Says They Were Hungry and It Was 
a Question of Suicide or Crime. 

Chief of Police Brennan attended the pis 
nic of the city employés yesterday and Assist- 
ant Chief Joseph Kipley was in charge of 
the department. He was in constant 
communication with the Thirty-sixth 
Precinct Station all day relative to 
the case, and felt gratified when 
be learned of the capture. It was 12:30 
when the news of the arrest reached the office. 
Speaking of the case Assistant Chief Ripley 
said: “From the best information at hand 
concerning these two bandits they had no crim- 
inal records in this department. The little 
known of them here justifies the belief that 
they have been engaged in robbing people on 
the streets for several weeks. Their acts 
were of the most daring and desperate 
character. In fact it would seem 
they must have had experience somewhere 
before this time. One singular thing connect- 
ed with the case is that the men should dare 
to shoot at officers whenever they en- 
countered them when their gain by 
the robbery they committed was so small. 
The men are locked up in the West Chicago

He said he 
was an expert shot with the revolver. He 
learned the trade of a typesetter and several 
times in the past had worked for Rand, Mo- 
Nally & Co. He lives at No. 83 Warren ave- 
nue. ; 
Here Lake complained of severe pain in his 
back from the wound he had received, and he 
was taken to a cell below and put on a cot. 

Make Partial Confessions, 

When the men were arrested they stoutly 
denied that their motive was robbery, but 
when they were searched Owens’ watch was 
found in Lake’s pocket. He refused to make 
any explanation as to how he came by the 
watch. Gordon, however, rehearsed his con- 
fession with a slight variation. He said that 
Owens opened the fight by shooting first ; then 
Lake and Gordon shot together, When they 
saw the detective fall Lake said: Now we 
have finished that fellow we mightas well 
take what he’s got.“ Little by little the men 
acknowledged what was already. known to 
every one — it = a carefully-planned 
and boldly executed robbery. 

Soon after the robbery Conductor Largent 
notified the Chicago office and gave the main 
facts in the case. The telegram said that 
after the train had got in motion and was 
about a half mile from Deerfield twomen met 
Henry Thompson, the rear brakeman, and 
compelled him to give up his watch, chain, 
and money. They then compelled him to go 
to the caboose with them. As the two rob- 
bers entered the caboose the larger one 
(Lake) covered the conductor, while the oth- 
er one (Gordon) killed Detective Owens as 
he entered the caboose. The mer wore black 


| masks and no description of their clothing 


could be given on account of the dim light. 
After Owens was killed he was relieved of his 
watch and revolver, while the larger man 
took the conductor’s watch and chain and two 
pocket knives. When the shooting occurred 
the rear brakeman jumped off the train and 
ran back to give the alarm. When the rob. 
bery was over the conductor was compelled 
at the point of a revolver to cut the caboose 
from the train. The robbera then jumped 
from the train and escaped in the darkness. 

Inspector Schaack said last night: Too 
great credit cannot be given to Sergt. Stahl 
and Officers Mullane and Finnegan. The 
three are brave men who have long and hon- 
orable records. In this chase they covered a 
territory of twenty-five square miles 
showed good generalship and great courage

Sergt. W. K. Stahl was formerly a Lieuten- 
ant in command of the West North Avenue 
Station. His record for efficiency and brav- 
ery has never been questioned, A year ago 
he was reduced to the rank of Sergeant to 
make way for aa officer who had a strong 
political puli. 

Officer J. T. Mullaney is an old and experi- 
enced officer. He has been promised a pro- 
motion several times for brave and meritor- 
ious work. He was the officer who unearthed 
and brought to justice the notorious gang of 
thieves who terrorized Edison Park a few 
months ago. 

Officer J. H. Finnegan, the third of the trio 
of officers who captured the train robbers, has 
seen years of hard service in the Police De- 
partment. He has frequently been mentioned 
for bravery in making arrests of dangerous 
criminals and in saving lives. 


PATRICK M’GRATH BADLY WOUNDED. 


Notices Suspicioys Characters and Is Shot 
on Ordering Them Away. 

Patrick McGrath, a special officer of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad, was the 
second victim of the men who accomplished 
the fatal work at Deertield, he being shot at 
Mayfair, on the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad. After the shooting he was brought 
to Chicago and taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, 
where his condition was found to be serious. 
One bullet hole extended through his right 
arm, between the shoulder and the elbow, the 
bullet having shattered the bone, After 
passing through the arm the lead had lodged 
in his side, just below the shoulder, 


Another bullet had gone clear through his left 
side, fortunately, however, not touching the 
lung. The man had lost a great deal of blood 
when he reached the hospital, and weakness 
was added to the suffering caused by the 
wounds. The houses physician regarded the 
case as being critical, yet hardly likely to be 
fatal. It was not known as yet whether am- 
putation of the injured arm would be neces. 
sary or not. The story McGrath told 
the hospital physicians was that be 
had been notified of the Deerfield 
trouble and had orders to look out for and ar- 
rest all suspicious characters that he might 
see about the yards. He was watching near 
Mayfair Station about 5:30 o’clock when he 
noticed some suspicious characters on a pass- 
ing freight train. He ordered them to leave 
the train and was answered by several shots, 
the first one going throfigh and disabling his 
‘**pistol arm,“ so he was unable to return the 
The second shot going through his left 
left him in an absolutely help- 
condition. Before assistance ar- 
rived the men had made their escape. 
At 10 o’clock last nigzut he was resting quiet- 
ly after the severe operation necessary to re- 
move the shattered bone and pieces of lead 
from his wounded arm and side. He was 
under the influence of anzsthetics and unable 
to talk except ina, rambling way about the 
fight. He repeated a number of times that 
he would have shot one or both of the men 
but for the fact that the first shot which struck 
his arm made it impossible to draw his re- 
volver. He says the men commenced 
shooting at him before he was sure 
they were the men he was after. 
McGrath won considerable admiration from 
the hospital people by the pluck and nerve 
displayed during the operation. At a late 
hour last night his chances for recovery were 
considered favorable, 


OWENS WAS A MEMBER OF POLICE FORCE 


Only a Year Ago on a Pension. 

Officer Patrick H. Owens, who was killed at 
his post of duty, was for twenty years a mem- 
ber of the Chicago police force, retirmg only 
a year ago on a pension. His brother officers 
at the West Chicago Avenue Police Station, 
where he served for a long time, say he was 
gritty and a man that would not yield without 
a fight. He was an athlete by disposition and 
training. He had been in the employ of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul but a month 
when he was killed. He was 51 years old and 
lived with his wife and six children at May 
and Front streets.

AID IN CAPTURING THE BANDITS. 


Officers Hurried to the Scene of the Hold- 
Up—Quinn’s Story. 


When the news of the shooting of Officer 
McGrath at Mayfair reached the Central Sta- 
tion preparations were made to send officers 
there at once. Then the news came that the 
bandits were at bay in a cornfield and In- 
spector Shea detailed Officers Quinn, Porte. 
ous, Tracy, and Niggarmeyer to go to the 
scene and assist the ocher officers. They were 
all armed with rifles and well prepared to 
take part inthe manhunt. Officer Quinn told 
the following story of the trip: ; 

„We started from the City Hall at 8:30 
o’clock armed with rifles. We met William

Mercedes’ Swift Daughter Was Lucky to 
Land the Rich Prize, aad the Belmont 
Colt Mrandywine Unlucky te Lose Ite 
The Race Run in Record Time—Hugh 
Penny, Halma, Henry of Navarre, Lady 
Violet, and St. Michael Win the Other 
Races. 

New Tonk, Aug. 25.— [Special. ]—Gidegn 
&-Daly’s crack filly, The Butterflies, won the 
seventh Futurity Stakes today, worth $49,200, 
by the narrow margin of a head, O. H. P. 
Belmont's Brandywine, second, was four 
lengths before J. R. and F. P. Keene’ s Agita- 
tor, third. The time of the race, 1:11, was 
the record for the stake, beating Morello’s a 
second and a fifth. One remarkable feature, 
from a time standpoint, was that the 
race was run in the teeth of a half 
gale, Fifteen thousand persons witnessed 
the running. The delay at the post waa little 
short of appalling. For a period of fifty 
minutes the monster field of seventeen could 
not be aligned. Breaka ways were numerous, 
and the heavy weights were greatly distressed. 
The race was not a truly run one. Had it 
been Brandywine would have won handi- 
ly and Connoisseur would probably have 
beaten the victor for place honors. Farly in 
the afternoon the books posted prices about 
the Futurity. The Butterflies was first choice 
from the outset and the 6 to 5 posted against her 
at that time was the best, she opening when 
the race came uround in its ratio at even 
money and closing at 9 to 10. The crowd 
could see nothing to beat her aud for a won- 
der its members bet the ring toa standstill. 

canvass of the seventy-nine books on 
showed that only five quit winner on the race. 

California closed second choice at 10 to 1, 

Brandy wine, Agitator, Connoisseur, and Mo. 

naco at 15, with the remaining members of 

the company at fancy prices. 


The Butterflies Strongly Backed. 


The Gideon & Daly folks were so confident 
of winning that they carried the multitude 
with them, Notcontentto run for the rich 
stake alone they intrusted a $5,000 commis- 
sion to their filly. Jim Shields, Jockey Grit. 
fin’s discoverer, caught The Butterflies con- 
tagion too, and he is reported to have wagered 
$2.000 about her chances of winning. The 
field of sixteen as announced in the morning 
became stronger by one ere the race 
was called, Salvation and the Mag- 
netism colt were withdrawn and three start- 
ed. They were C. Littlefield’s Bombazette, 
105 pounds; J. B. Collins’ Prima, 108; and 
A. F. Walcott’s Canterbury, 108. This trio 
helped swell tho number of also rans.”’ 
There was co parade before going to post. 
The youngsters were hustled out and away 
as quietly as possible. A volley of applause 
greeted popular ones like The Butterflies, 
Connoisseur, Waltzer, Gutta Percha, and 
Monaco. and as Rupert had declared to win 
with Counter Tenor the spectators 
gave him and Snapper Garri- 
son a round as they passed by. 
The Snapper cast a wistful glance at 
the big floral horseshoe and one of his ene- 
mies caused hum to blush like a schoolboy by 
shouting: The bouquet is not for you.“ The 
breakaways were sufficient to kill whatever 
chance two-thirds of the field had of winning. 
Once Agitator, Manchester, Sadie, California, 
und Waltzer ran a full quarter, and two gen- 
eral breakaways carried the field beyoad the 
first furlong pole. 

How the Futurity Race Was Run. 


When Starter Rowe finally threw his flag the 
favorite had a shade the best of 
fornia, Gutta Percha, and Monaco next in 
order, Griffin took no chances with The But- 
terflies. He sought the most direct and quick- 
est route to the wire and aimed to get as far 
in advance of his company as possible. At 
the quarter he led California by an opén 
length. The Oneck Stable filly, Agitator, and 
Sadie were having a-bumping match and it 


resulted in Doggett on the former getting | 


the worst of it. California, dropping out of 
her stride, interfered With Waltzer 
and Cofinoisseur and left an opening for 
Brandywine. At the half the favorite had in- 
creased her advanta age to a length and a half, 
and coming around the bend and into the 
stretch she looked unbeatable. Taral on 
Agitator settled down inta second position at 
the free field. He had a nice lead over Lit- 
tlefield on Gutta Percha and the latter had 
Brandywine in a serious pocket on the inner 
rail. As the Belmont colt got free from Gut- 
ta Percha Sadie, in her expiring burst, stag- 
gered into him. The head of the betting 
ring found The Butterflies two lengths to 
the good and Simms had rush Con- 
noisseur up to Agitator and he-and Taral 
were riding their prettiest. The crowd began 
shouting. One faction yelled for the filly in 
front, while others hurrahed for Agitator and 
Connois3eur as their interests and sympathies 
were inclined. There appeared to be nothing 
else in the race. Beginning the final sixteenth 
Agitator and Connoisseur bore out toward the 
middle of the track, leaving an opening for 
Brandy wine. Clayton quickly shot him 
through, and going by the struggling pair set 
sail for the Butterflies. Griffin saw him com- 
ing, but he could not get another ounce out 
of the filly. She was stopping to nothing 
and Brandywine was as fresh as a newly fired 
locomotive. Clayton got up to the leader two 
strides from the wire. The next bdund car- 
ried him to her shoulders and when they 
caught the judge’s eye she had landed the big 
prize by only a short head. Had Brandywine 
got through a second sooner or had he been 
piloted by a stronger boy he would assuredly 
have won the seventh Futurity. The Butter- 
flies left the track in distressed condition. 
If she goes to post again this season the aver- 
age horseman will be agreeably surprised. 


Henry of Navarre’s Dolphin Stakes. 


The Dolphin Stakes for 2-year-olds at nine 
furlongs called out a small field, but provid- 
ed an excellent contest. Henry of Navarre, 
the 6 to 5 selection, was carrying 122 pounds, 
conceding 12 pounds to Dorian, fourteen to 
Sir Knight, and twenty to Peacemuker. Do- 
rian was a warm second choice, Péacemak- 
er led for a mile, closely followed by Dorian, 
the favorite third, and Sir Knight trailing. 
Then Dorian assumed command and every 
one thought the McClelland colt beaten, He 
ran on his courage alone, Clayton being una- 
ble to aid him in the slightest, and catching 
Dorian g last jump, won by a bead in 
1:55 
The Fall Handicap, the Futurity course, 
found Glenmoyne the 4 to 5 selection and 
Lady V iolet a neavily backed second choice 
at 13 to 5. Correction, Wernberg, and Store- 
nellie were the remaining starters. Lady 
Violet and Correction had the race to them- 
selves, the Belmont mare winning handily by 
two lengths, while Glenmoyne, a poor third, 
had all he could do to beat Wernberg for 
third money.

Grain of 
all kinds, boots and shoes, butter, and hides 
were taken from the cars, the locks being 
broken, by a gang that baffled all efforts at 
detection and capture. | 

Some days ago Special Agent Flynn, while 
working onthe case, learned that Michael 
Ott been hanging about a train that had 
been broken into and robbed of a portion of 
the contents. He procured Ott’s arrest, after 
which he learned enough to charge that Bur- 
bank for the last two years had made a prac- 
tice of buying grain irom boys, and that in 
the purchase of it he had a regular scale of 


prices. Friday night Burbank was arrested 


in the handsomely furnished parlor of his 
home at Wentworth avenue and Forty- 
third street. To the . police, when the war- 
rant was served upon him, Burbank is quoted 
as saying it did not surprise him. With the 
information that he had Flynn went on a tour 
of investigation and in the Lake Shore prop- 
erty across the alley from Burbank’s house 
he found a cave deep in the ground.

was written in lead pencil, Ed Leavell, Col.

The body was taken to Rolston’s under- 
taking rooms and the Coroner notified. Mrs. 
Goodwin was prostrated by the news of her 
husband’s death. The inquest was postponed 
until Monday at 10 o’clock. 

The Deputy Coroner opened two of the 
boxes and they were found to contain only 
old letters, bank books, private papers, a few 
pictures, and various other articles. Among 
them was an expired life insurance policy for 
$10,000. There was no key for the third box 
and it will be broken open. It is supposed to 
contain the more recent papers and accounts 
of Goodwin. In the dead man's 
pockets were found a gold watch, 
a pocketbook, two memorandum books, and 
$5.30. It is said that in addition to his finan- 
cial embarrassment Goodwin’s dometic re- 
lations were not harmonious. 

At Mrs. Goodwin’s boarding place, No. 239 
Dearborn avenue, nothing was known as to 
the cause of the suicide. Mrs. Goodwin is 
about 82 years old and her husband was al- 
most ten years ber senior. Mrs. 
Goodwin is a daughter of the late Ed- 
ward Burling, an old and highly respected 


citizen of Chicago.

EXPLAINS THE NEW DIPHTHERIA CURE, 


Dr, Biggs Find« Koch’s Methods te Have 
Been Absolutely Successful. 


New Yorn, Aug. 25.—[Special.}]—Dr. Her- 
man M. Biggs, bacteriologist of the Health 
Department, who has just returned from a 
trip to Europe to study the new method now 
employed by Dr. Koch in Berlin for the treat- 
ment of diphtheria, referred to recently by Dr. 
Edson before the Board of Health, made 
known the results of this study today. The 

method employed by Dr. Koch is known as 
the antitoxine treatment and is pronounced 
by him an absolute cure of diphtheria if the 
patient is inoculated within thirty-six hours 
after exposure to the disease. The investiga- 
tions of Dr. Koch have been carried on for 
about a year in the Institute for the Treat- 
ment of Infectious Diseases, Berlin, of which 
he is the head. Observations made in over 
250 cases show, Dr. Biggs says, that the new 
treatment produces wonderful results. | 

The cause of death from dinhtheria being 
actually blood-poisoning from the poison 
created by the loeffler, or diphtheria bacilli, 
the investigation first sought an antidote for 
this poison. It was noted that persons who 
had had any disease were for a greater or less 
time afterwards free from it. ‘It was believed 

immunity arose from an antitoxine 
which prevailed over the poison of the germ, 
and Dr. Koch set about producing this un- 
known agent, Large animals were giv- 
en the loeffler bacilli in small drops, 
and, though at first made sick from 
the poison, they finally became immune. 
This occurre@in from four to six months, 
Satisfied that the anti-toxine had developed in 
blood ofan animal, a portion of it was 
thrown off and the animal allowed to recover, 
when the treatment was renewed. Lest the 
blood when injected into the human body 
should produce fever, which usually r sults, 
© serum was extracted from it. his con- 
tained the anti-toxine, and when injected 
_hypodermically it was found to be an almost 
absolute cure for diphtheria. Upon weil per- 
sons it has no effect. 

About 400 patients have been treated since 
the discovery of the anti-toxine. The results 
cf 250 of these have been tabulated, and 
show that all cases of diphtheria were cured

He Appears to Have Bees One of oo ae 
mous “ Broker’s ” Victims, : 


New York, Aug. 25.—[Special.]—Another 


page in the history of the famous money 


broker, Kate C. Bradford, was reached to- 
day. William H. Bradford, her husband, 
filed papers in an action to be brought against 
her to recover $3,400 loaned her last Febru- 
ary, a few months prior to her sudden flight. 
The suit began today is the first that has been 
brought to recover the money absorbed by 
the woman from her credulous 
Bradford alleges he has no knowledge 
of his wife’s whereabouts. He desig- 
nates his wife as a money broker” 
and says he loaned her the money Feb. 
10, 1894, She 1 meny May 9 from 
their home, No, 658 Bedford avenue, Brook- 
lyn, and has not been seen or heard from 
since, 

In recent years few women have attained 
such unenviable notoriety as Mrs. Bradford 
and few have left behind so many reminders 
of duplicity for the unwary. Every one who 
came within her reach was fi . The pres- 
ent suit indicates that she did not confine 
the scope of her operations to acquaint- 
ances alone, but went so far as to en- 
ter her own household and make her 
husband one of the victims. This action 
brought by her husband conveys the idea that 
the charge against him that he. knew of his 
wife’s scheme and was a party to it has no 
foundation. 

The amount of money that Mrs. Bradford 
absconded witu or the number of her victims 
will probably never be known. A rough cal- 
culation places the amount of her indebted- 
ness at between $80,000 and $100,000. 
There are many of her victims who have not 
added their names to the long list of credit- 
ors, preferring to mourn their loss privately 
to letting tae world know they had been 
swindled by a woman. The family claim they 
do not know where Mrs, Bradford is. It is 
believed she is in Paris. . 


SIGNS OF IMPROVING BUSINESS. 


Large Orders Coming In from the South 
and South west. 
_ New York, Aug. 25.—[Special.]—The sup- 
ply of commercial papers shows quite appre- 
ciable diminution, while the demand is strong 
as ever. The money market is, if anything, a 
shade softer than it was. Dealers in papers 
and money brokers are somewhat skeptical 
regarding higher money rates, but bankers 
still assert a belief in a harder market, Rates 
show no change. Merchants here say the 
best indication of improving business comes 


from the South and Southwest, where the or- 


ders for goods are almost normal and the 
buyers say the merchants see an outlet for all 
they are buying and expect to in- 
crease their orders. Two large houses 
have sent their drummers out again 
through the Southwest, and particularly 
thréugh Texas, where the orders have been 
particularly good. In the West and North- 
west they say this condition is reversed, and 
the buying is only about 25 percent of what 
it is in nominal years, the merchants saying 
that the people will be too poor to buy heavily. 
A prominent dry goods merchant suys he has 
given up his vacation, arranged for the latter 
part of this month and early in September, 
because he is compelled to remain and attend 
to buyers who are coming here in large num- 
bers. He further says the demand for drum- 
mers exceeds the supply, aud those already on 
the road are sending in sitisfactory orders. 
If retail trade is what is expected fall business 
will be large in dry goods. 


GEORGE TO HEAD A NEW “ COMBINE.” 


Populists, Single-Tax Men, and Labor 
Unions to Unite in New York. 


New Yorx, Aug. 25.—[Special. ]—There is, 
it is now believed, little doubt that the Popu- 
lists, the single tax men, and the labor unions 
will unite for a local ticket this fall. The in- 
itial move seems to have been made by the 
Populists. There are not many of them in 
town, but the few feel much elated over the 
successful fusion of the Populists and the la- 
bor men in some parts of the Western States. 
They are enthusiastic, too, about the prestige 
of the Populist men in Washington. It is 
their ambition to give their political 
doctrines deeper root in this city, They are 
far to feeble as yet to dream of nominating 
an independent ticket. Their hope is in a suc- 
cessful coalition of the Populists and emgle- 
tax men upon a platform which shall em- 
body the fundamental principles of each of 
these political factions.

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REED’S FIRST BLAST. 


OPENS MAINE’S REPUBLIOAN OAM- 
PAIGN WITH A ROUSING SPEEOH. 


Thousands Present to Hear the Ex-Speak- 
er at Old Orchard—He Says the Demo- 
cratic Party Has Proved Itself Incapa- 
bie of Ruling the Country=Description 
of the Southern Type—California Dem- 
ocrats Name Their State Ticket—Gener- 
al Political News. 


OLD OrcHarp, Me., Aug. 25.—Ex-Speaker 
Thomas B. Reed opened the Republican 
campaign in this State here this afternoon 
with a speech which called forth the heartiest 
applause from the thousands present. Mr. 
Reed’s main effort was to prove that the 
Democratic party had shown itself incapable 
of ruling the country in a manner satisfactory 
not only to the majority of the people, but 
even to the large minority which helped com- 
pose it. 

Mr. Reed, in part, spoke as follows: 

In saying that the Democratic party has 
showr itself incapable of running this coun- 
try in a mannes satisfactory not only to the 
majority of the people, but to a large and re- 
spectable minority which help compose it, I 
um not indulging in any language of partisan- 
ship, but in the language of truth, known and 
visible to all who hear me today. The North. 
ern Democratic party f. in many respecte, 
like the Republican party, composed of men 
of business sense and business ability. The 
difficulty with the Democratic party today, 
as it has been in all past time, is the fact 
that its great majority resides in 
the South. The Southern men are men 
of intellectual power, men of intelligence. 
and men of learning. The difficulty with 
them is that the kind of learning which arises 
from a thorough knowledge of business as it 
is carried on in the North is entirely lacking. 
While the Southern man may have every op- 
portunity to read in books of the prosperity 
which has come to the North, he has no con- 
ception of it such as those who have lived in 
it. He is devoted to the theories of a bygone 
day. His mind is fixed upon the principles 
whieh were essential in the prosperity of his 
part of the country in the days before the war. 

Cause of the Senate Action, 
„It wouid be a great mistake for the peo- 


ple of the United States to suppose that the 


action of. the Senate, so much blamed by 
the Democratic party and so much attacked 
by the people of the country in general, was 
to be deemed entirely the result of personal 
feeling. The truth is the action of the con- 
servative Senators on many subjects is the 
result, not of their individual opinions, but 
the result of the business interests which 
surround them. A Senator from the 
State of New Jersey could not de 
reckless with the business interests of 
his constituency, like a Senator from Arkan- 
sas; and even u Senator from Arkansas like 
Mr. Jones, who has devoted patience and in- 
telligence to the tariff question, although not 
surrounded by business interests which con- 
trol him, was irresistibly borne in the direc- 
tion of the Senate bill as it finally passed that 
body. 
«Whatever may have been done by the 
people at present in poss@ssion of the govern- 
ment, every one will admit it has been done 
slowly, out of place, and in such a way as to 
be of the least possible service to the country. 
The repeal of the silver- purchasing clause 
under the Sherman act might possibly have 
been of some service to the country had it 
been done promptly and at once. But the 
delay in the Senate, the long and protracted 
debate and the continuous opposition, the 
realization on the part of the country that the 
Senate did it unwillingly, prevented any good 
which the friends of the measure were dis- 
posed to claim for it. 
Congress Fails in Its Duty. 


„% After the repeal of the purchasing clause 
had uncovered the real situation of the coun- 
try, it then becamie the duty of Congress, even 
from a Democratic point of view. to pass such 
a tariff bill as would give to usa reasonable 
degree of assurance that the basis there estab- 
lished would be one that would be permanent 
for a sufficient period of time, a period at 
least so long as the victorious party was to be 
in power, Instead of realizing the first great 
principle of statesmanship, that whatever is 
to be done in the world has got to be done in 
accordance with the wishes of the people who 
live in it, the gentlemen in charge ot the 
tariff bill in the House of Representatives un- 
dertook to ignore the varied interests of the 
country and to mold a tariff bill not in the 
interest of the Nation, not in accordance 
with the wishes of the people, but in accord- 
ance with certain theories which they thought 
might possibly fit their dream of ultimate 
free trade. Such a bill, tramed in sucha 
manner, was doomed from the moment of its 
inception. It was not adapted to this coun- 
try; it was not adapted to its interests; it was 
not adapted in any way to the situation in 
which the country then found itself.“ 

Mr. Reed continued: 

„% How many errors, mistake, and blunders 
there may be in the tariff bill as it has finally 
reached the President, not yet discovered, can 
only be conjectured. ihave not committed 
myself to comment upon the scandalous 
stories, or even the visible scandal connected 
with the passage of the tax upon sugar. But 
it is due to the country that the aspects of it 
which are commented upon should be care. 
fully and fairly dealt with. The House 
of Representatives saw fit not only 
to abolish the sugar bounty, but also to take 
offevery other duty connected with sugar. 
When the bill arrived in the Senate it was dis- 
covered that this country was engaged in the 
task of passing a bill which would diminish 
the revenue $75,000.000, It then became 
necessary in the opinion of all intelligent peo- 
ple to put a tax upon sugar if; this bill was to 
be persisted in. Thereupon a tax was pro- 

sed upon sugar of 40 per cent, with a dif- 

erential of one-eighth; for the sugar 
refiners, and still another differen- 
tial to protect them against the 
export sugar of countries which paid an ex- 
port premium. This was the bill which 
passed the House. Anticipating, in fact 


knowing that such action would be unpopular 


in every possible way, they endeavored to re- 
lieve themselves from the burden of the vote 
which they had just given, and therefore 
availed themselves of the extraordinary 
powers which resided in the House and by a 
course of action entirely unprecedented they 
provided that a bill might be introduced into 
the House giving free sugar, which bill could 
not be amended, should not be debated over 
half an hour and migat then be passed, and 
accordingly this was done. Of course this 
wasa pure farve. Everybody knew it, no 
matter how they voted upon the subject. 
„The Senate voted to put on the bill an 
amendment authorizing the continuance of 
the bounty which had already been granted 
under the McKinley act, and which was prom- 
sed to the people of the country for a period 
of ten years. This the Democrats refused to 
adopt, so their ‘popgun’ bill and all the 
rest of the popgun bills slept the sleep in 
which they knew they would rest. The only 
valid act which the House performed with re- 
gard to the trusts has been to furnish them 
with almost infinite wealth, for Mr. Wilson 
himself, on the floor of the House, gave fig- 
ures which showed that in all probability the

Foreign, that is American and European 


papers have, however, he said a faculty of 


getting false or mixed up news. As an ex. 
ample of this he referred to the dispatches 
that Japan is short of ammunition, especially 
cartridges, and is endeavoring to replenish 
its stock from Europe and America. 
Such is not the case, he said, as Japan has a 
large cartridge factory, which has been run- 
ning to its full capacity for a long time and is 
amply able to supply the government, The 
report that the steamer Cam, which 
left New York Wednesday, was load- 
ed with cartridges ordered by the 
Japanese Government he pronounced false. 
Another matter which Mr. Kurino stated is 
evidently not understood is the request of 
Japan for a revision of its treaties. with Euro- 
pean nations. It has been asserted that Japan 
proposed to take a backward step and cur- 
tail the privileges granted to foreigners, 
when, in fact, the reverse is the case. The 
Government does desire to withdrew the spe- 
cial privileges granted to foreigners, chief 
among them being the right to be tried by 
their own consular courts. At present for- 
not amenable to the courts 
the country, and should one 
commit an offense even of a very serious 
character in the interior he could not-be pun- 
ished for it unless ho could be taken to one of 
the seaboard cities having a Consul. The 
matter of land hold ing and taxation privileges 
is not, Mr. Kurino said, properly an interna- 
tional question, and the government maintains 
The object 
of the revision of the treaties is simply, Mr. 
Kurino declared, Japan’s desire to throw the 
whole country open to all the world, to have 
it govern itself in every particular, and be, in 
fact, just the same as any entirely independ- 
ent American or European country. 
Japan Fighting for Peace. 


When asked the cause and object of the 
present war and to express an opinion as to 
its immediate and ultimate effect, Mr. Kuri- 
no said it was too big a quéstion to an- 
swer all at once, but he 
objection to talking on the subject, 
there being nothing on the part of Japan to 
conceal. The present war, in a large sense 
he said, was for the purpose of keeping peace 
in the East. It is in no way a war of con- 
quest, and Japan has had no desire to at- 
tack Corea or to establish a protectorate 
over it. If such was the object, or even a 
probable outcome of Japan being victorious, 
Russia would at once interfere and England 
would not be far behind in taking a hand in 
the matter. But Russia is holding off, 
as it clearly understands the cause 
of the war and Japan’s object. The cause, in 
brief, according to Mr. Kurino, is the inter- 
ference of China with Japan’s interests in 
Corea and its constant intriguing with 
the government against Japan's inter- 
ests. Japan's business interests in Corea 
are far greater than China’s and it does about 
one-éeighth of the commerce and domestic 
business of the country. China has, however, 
had the ear of the local government and even 
by force, under the guise of sending troops 
to protect the government, has sought 
to destroy Japanese influence and interests in 
the country. For these reasons Japan at last 
declared war. Its overtures for an amicable 
arrangement and settlement of all 
difficulties having deen discourteous- 
ly rejected by China, and its object is 
to compel China to relinquish its claims as 
quasi protector and proprietor of Corea; to 
establish the absolute independence of Corea 
and to obtain fairand equal privileges and 
rights for all nations. 


Will Not Tarry in Chicago. 


Mr. Kurino naively admitted: We. are 
doing just what you have done and what you 
would do now.” Mr. Kurino said he had re- 
ceived an invitation from the Japanese so- 
cieties in Chicago to visit with them 
for a few days., but he had been 
obliged to decline the invitation, as he was in 
a hurry to get to Washington. The recalling 
of his predecessor, who is now on his way 
home, was not due, he said, to any complica- 
tion as to the war, but had come abonpt in 
regular routine,

FOUR CHILDREN BITTEN BY A DOG. 


An Animal Supposed tg Be Rabid Creates 
a Panic on Fulton Street. 

Four small children who were playing on 
Fulton street near Western avenue. were bit- 
ten by a savage dog yesterday morning. It 
is believed the dog was mad. The dog was 
shot and killed after an exciting chase, The 
children who were bitten were: 

DELANEY, MARTIN, 7 years old, of No. 782 Ful- 
ton street, bitten on left hand and ankle. 

HovuspMAN, LILLIE, 8 years old, af No. 798 Ful- 
ton street, bitten on the neck. 

MartLocn, LENA, 8 ydars old, of No. 905 Fulton 
street, bitten on right arm above the efbow. 

ScHILLeR, HorAce, 6 years old, of No. 899 West 

Madison street, bitten on the shoulder and leg. 

The children were taken to the office of Dr. 
Tagert, Lake street and Western avenue, 
where the wounds were thoroughly washed 
with peroxide of hydrogen and bichlorides. 
Every treatment known was used to prevent 
an attack of hydrophobia. Where the dog 
came from or to whom it belonged no one 
seems to know. 

It was about 9 o’clock in the morning anda 
dozen children were piaying in front of No. 
798 Fulton street. Suddenly a large Spitz 
dog ran out of a neighboring alley 
and turned west on Fulton street. The 
brute was close upon the little ones before 
they noticed it. According to Herman Ren- 
shaw, who stood in a hallway near by, the 
beast was foaming at the mouth and appeared 
to be in a fit. It rst ran to the opposite side 
of the street from where the children were at 
play. Then it stopped fora moment. Ren- 
shaw called to the children to look out and 
started to run between them and the brute. 
Before he could intercept it, however, the 
brute dashed across the street into the midst 
of the playing children, They screamed and 
ran in every direction. The beast. bit right 
and left, sinking his teeth into the flesh of the 
children. When the brute had cleared the 
crowd of little ones Lillie Houseman lay on 
the sidewalk half unconscious from pain and 
freight. There was an ugly wound on the 
side of her neck. The arm of Lena Mart- 
loch was horribly lacerated above the elbow. 
The others were not so seriously hurt. 

The cries of the children and shouts of Ren- 
shaw drew a large crowd from the neighboring 
houses. Policeman Bambury, who was less 
than half a block away, came up and set out 
after the dog. . The animal was nearly half a 
block away. At the corner of Fulton and 
Diller streets the dog began to run in a circie 
and to bark and snap. The officer hastened 
forward and sent a bullet through its head. 
Dr. Tagert, who attended the injured 9 
said last night scientific examination woul 
be made, and if the worst should prove true 
the children will be subjected to the Pasteur

Lowpox, Aug. 25.—A formidable detona- 
tion, heard even as far as the grand boule- 
vards, made Paris believe, yesterday evening, 
that the Anarchists had just accomplished an- 
other of their exploits. It was at the Pont de 
la Concorde, or, to speak more exactly, in 
the Seine, that the explosion took place. 
At 11:05 precisely a hotel waiter who was 
crossing the bridge heard the fall of a 
heavy object into the water. At the same 
moment he saw a flash, followed by a detona- 
tion, whilea column of water more than ten 
feet high rose from the Seine: Some de- 
tectives on watch before the Palais Bourbon, 


where the Chamber of Deputies sits, and two 


policemen ran at once, but they saw nothing, 
neither upon the low quays nor upon the 
Quay D’Orsay. There was no one in sight. 
Only the gargon d’hdtel, who came to re- 
join them, could give the above details as to 
what he had seen. M. Roy, officer of the 
peace of the quarter, commenced au investi- 
gation atonce. He took the deposition of the 


waiter; also that of three fishers with nets, 


who, though some distance away, heard the 
fall of the object into the water and saw the 
fiash. From what they saw the bomb, if it 
were one, burst just at the moment it touched 
the water. They saw no one who could have 


deen able to throw it over the balustrade of 


the bridge. 

The explosion took place near the pier of 
the third arch, on the side of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and appears to have done no dam- 
age. It will soon be learned if the bridge has 
been shaken and if the bomb contains missiles. 
It is believed the author of the explosion saw 
the Chamber of Deputies was too well guard- 


ed, and not daring to put his project into exe- 


cution got rid of the bomb by throwing it 


into the river. 


Serious Iliness of the Pope. 

The week has been rife with rumors regard- 
ing the failing heaith of distinguished people. 
False and sensational reports have gone 
abroad about Gladstone, Crispi, and the Czar 
of Russia, The only one of the many current 
rumors that has been verified has to do with 
the physical condition of the Pope. The 
Chamberlain of the Vatican yesterday admit- 
ted to a representative of this cable service 
his Holiness, Leo XIII., might die at any mo- 
ent. His attacks of syncope have become so 
frequent that he is unable to officiate at the 
mass in his private chapel, and for the last 
few days has received no one save his confi- 
dential secretary, his physician, and Father 
Amati, who has been his confessor for many 
years. The situation is regarded as being so 
serious that word has been sent to all the 
metabers of tho College of Cardinals to hold 
themselves in readiness for a visit 
to Rome to elect a new Pope. 
The utmost sorrow prevails throughout 
the Vatican. Leo XIII, has endeared himself 
to all those who belong to his immediate 


» household and to people of the Catholic faith 
everywhere. The Italian Government awaits 


with anxiety the results which will follow his 
demise. The King and his advisers will not 
rest easy until the crisis is passed and they 
ascertain whether the new Pope intends, like 
Leo, to consider himself a prisoner and to 
remain shut up within the boundaries of the 
Vatican.

The 
request was referred by the Federal Council 
to a Special Commission, and this body has 
now reported that the proposed erection 
would not be in keeping with the esthetic 
exigencies of the situation.“ A cross of such 
dimensions would, it is held, destroy the 
beauty of the gorge, and it is recommended 
that consent should only be given to the con- 
struction of a monument on a much more 
modest scale.

This resolution is re- 
garded in Berlin as a proof that the opposition 
against the higher education of women in Russia 
is about to be dropped. The change in policy is 
due to the influence of Prince Wilkowsky. whose 
speech atthe Chicago Exhibition on the im- 
portance of education forthe welfare of the State 
attracted a good deal of attention at the time in 
America. 

It is reported from Russia that a very impor- 
tant project is now being seriously considered in 
the Ministry of Communications at St. Peters- 
burg. It has been proposed to construct a grand 
canal between the Baltic and Black Seas, chiefly 


by connecting the rivers Dnieper and Dwina. .

KAISER PUTS DOWN ARMY TYRANNY. 


He Cashiers an Officer Who Acts Insult- 
ingly Towards a Soldier.

Berwin, Aug. 25.—A small, but noteworthy, 
action of Emperor William has caused a 
great deal of satisfaction in the army and has 
testitied to the genuineness of his expressions 
of disapproval of the petty tyranny of cer- 
tain officers of the army to men of lower 
tank, but of superior class: It has been a 
well-known fact that schoolmasters, especial- 
ly, were subjected to humiliating treatment 
when called out, among the re- 
serve, for periodical traiumg. An 
aggravated case of ihsult and ill 
treatment of a school teacher has just re- 
sulted in the imprisonment of the officer 
guilty of the offense. The latter’s sentence 
was submitted to the Emperor for confirma- 
tion and his Majesty in so doing wrote on the 
document a marginak note saying: 

„ did not believe it possible that I had 
such an ungentlemanly officer in my army.” 

The note of the Emperor is looked upon as 
tantamount to casbiering the officer, whose 
name was forthwith struck off the army list. 
This will undoubtedly serve as an effective 
warning to similarly disposed officers against 
brutal disregard of the feelings of the men 
in their charge. : 


CAPTIVATED BY A TELEPHONE VOICE. 


Romance of the Wire Leads to an Unex- 
pected Climax.

great corporations of the country pay atten- 
tion to, With its long vears of uninterrupted 
dividends, with the prestige of a management 
which has never permitted defaults, with ad- 
vantages which ‘are substantial over every 
other road in the West, the Burlington, say its 
friends, is not going to go in any off-hand 
way to the demnition bow-wows. It is true 
they confess that there have been big decreases 
in the gross earnings, but the economies of 
operation induced by the hard times more than 

set these losses in gross earnings and make 
net results far more than the shrunken gross 
would suggest. These economies are not: 
temporary, they are here to siay. To this 
extent the hard times are beneficial to the 
security holders of the company. If the im- 
portant people who are talking in this way 
continne of the same way of thinking for only 
a little while even it is quite within the range 
of probability that Burlington is good for an- 
other ten point advance. 

Bankers Feel More Hopefu'.

REFORMING ENGLISH PUBLIC HOUSES. 


Association Formed to Make the Institu- 
tions More Comfortable. 

Lonpon, Aug. 12.—At a confereuce at 
Grosvenor House it was resolved ' that an 
association be constituted to promote the re- 
form of the public houses, to be called The 
Public House Reform Association.’’’ The 
body formed under these auspices is issuing a 
circular defining the objects in view. These, 
briefly stated, are: The union and organiza- 
tion of those who, recognizing that the pub- 
lic house of entertainment is neces- 
sary for the comfort, recreation, and social 
intercourse of the people, are convinced that 
reform rather than abolition must be the aim 
ot a sound temperance policy. The extension 
to licensed victualing of the familiar En- 
glish method of placing affairs of exceptional 
public concern in public hands, giving to the 
management the character of a public 
trust, and eliminating from it as far as possi- 
bie the motive of private gain. The diffusion 
ot information as to the working and results 
of the Scandinavian licensing system, and of 
the kindred system of military canteens, with 
a view to securing legal facilities for a fair 
trial on suitably modified lines in England.

ENGLISH EMIGRATION IS CHECKED. 


Figures Cut in Half Because the United 
States Has Labor Troubles, 

Lox box, Aug. 12.—What to do with its 
emigrants, or those of the surplus population 
—increasing in these islands at the rate of 
about 1,000 per day—will soon become an 
urgent question, apparentiy, to England. 
The teturns of the Board of Trade for the 
month of July and for the first seven months 
of the present year show a declinein the 
exodus to all parts, except to uth Africa, 
where the gold fields and the opening up of 
Matabeleland have in the seven months drawn 
from us 9,078, as against 7,986 last year. 
United States labor troubles have powerfully 
checked emigration to what has been hitherto 
the most inviting field. The total to the States 
so far this year is only 76,394, as compared 
with 144,327. Less than half the usual num- 
ber also have sought new homes and better 
fortunes in British North America; and 
slightly fewer have gone to the Australian 
colonies. The general result of the wide- 
spread depression is that the emigrants to all 
parts have been 112,440, as against 204,129 
in the correspending period of 1893. 


REBUFF FOR LABOR ORGANIZATIONS. 


Oregon Navigation Company Receiver Will 
Not Recognize Them. 

Omana, Neb, Aug. 25.—[Special.]—Re- 
ceiver McNeill of the Oregon Railway ani 
Navigation company’s lines has refused to 
recognize the heads of the various Union Pa- 
cific labor organizations. He says that with 
the withdrawal of the Oregon railway from 
the Union Pacific system the employés ceased 
to be employés of the Union Pacific or mem- 
bers of the Union Pacific labor organizations, 
and therefore the heads of their o:ganizations 
cannot participate in a wage schedale confer- 
ence or any conference between the men and 
the receiver. This is a body blow. The re- 
ceiver proposed a new wage schedule 
and Mr. Vroman, Chairman of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
Grievance committee of the Union Pacific 
system, had gone to Portland to take part in 
the conference. Mr. McNeill positively re- 
fused to see him in his official capacity on the 
above grounds. If this holds good, and the 
general impression is that it will, the em- 
ployés in all branches of labor on the Oregon 
will be compelled to reorganize and select 
new Chairmen and also new committees, for 
they can no longer expect help from the 
Union Pacific men. 


Northern Pacific Stops Sale of Tickets. 


The Northern Pacific has notified its connec- 
tions to discontinue the sale of San Francisco ex- 
cursion tickets over its lines to Portiand and 
thence via steamer to San Francisco, with the re- 
turn portion over any part of the lines of the 
Southern Pacific. Itis probable that the action 
of the Northern Pacifie will bring about an ad- 
vance in all-rail tickets through the Missouri 
River gateway. The Western roads are now con- 
sidering a proposition to make the clause intheir 
rate sheets dealing with the matter read as fol- 
lows: To San Francisco, going via Portland and 
returning via direct routes through any Missouri 
River gateway through which the direct rate ap- 
plies from selling station; or going via Missouri 
River and direct routes, returning via all-rail 
and Portiand, $15 higher than the San Francisco 
rate. To San Francisco via New Whatcom, Seat- 
tle, Tacoma, or Victoria, thence via rail or 
steamer, returning-via direct route through any 
Missouri River gateway or the reverse, $15 more 
than the San Franciseo rate. 


Reduced Car Mileage Rate. 

The Executive committee of Western and 
Southwestern railroads anneunces that the latest 
additions to the list of railroads which. have be- 
come parties to the agreement that the mileage 
on all classes of freight cars interchanged be- 
tween railroad companies, including private cars 
and excepting refrigerator cars, shonid be one- 
halt cent per mile run, are as follows: Chi- 
cago, Fort Madison and Des Moines, Mexican 
Central railway, Rockford, Langston and Nortb- 
ern, Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern, Union 
Railroad, Elevator and Transportation company 
(Toledo), Weatherford, Mineral Wells and North- 
western railway. The Kansas City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis railroad company withdraws from 
the mileage agreement referred to in so far as it 
applies to the rate to be paid and received for 
the use of cars interchanged with roads south of 
the Ohio River and east of the Mississippi River. 


Reduced Rates for Meetings. 

Lines west of the Missouri River have agreed 
o make reduced rates for the Western Demo- 
cratic League convention to be held at Denver 
Sept. 4 to 6, and the National irrigation cou- 
gress at Denver Sept. 3 to 10. The rates from 
the Missouri River to Denver for these events 
will be $18.15, and from Sioux City $19.15 for 
the round trip. From other points in Central 
Traffic Association territory the rate will be one 
fare for the round trip. The rates may also be 
used for basing purposes by lines outside of the 
association territory. Similar action has been 
taken in regard to the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Keeley League to be held at Colorado 
Springs Sept. 12 to 14. 


Placed in Receiver’s Hands. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 25.—Application was 
made in the United States Court here for the a p- 
pointment of a receiver for the Washington and 
Columbia River railroad, and Judge Henford ap- 
pointed W. D. Tyler, who has béen President of 
the road since its reorganization. A dispatch 
from Walla Walla reports that a similar applica- 
tion was made in Oregon before Judge Bellinger, 
who also appointed r. Tyler. The road com- 
bout @50 miles of track, centering at 

alla Walla and connecting with the Union and 
Northern Pacific systems. [t was formerly known 
as the Hunst system. This is the second time 
this road has been in receivers’ hands within 
three years. 


Forged Request for a Pas. 


F. H. Stone, pretending to be a clerk in the 
general freight department of the Bennington 
and Rutland railroad, a short time ago presented 
a request for a pass over the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé, Chicago to Denver and return, at 
Traffic Manager Hanley’s office. The request 
was written on a letterhead of the above-named 
road and was signed Hugh W. Spotford, General 
Freight Agent. Upon inauiry at the office of the 
Bennington and Rutland Mr. Hanley found that 
the letter was a forgery and that no such man as 
named in the requést ever worked for that com- 
pany. The young man did not cail again for the 
pass. 


Satisfactory Conclusion Not Reached, 


New York, Aug. 25.—The meeting of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Association 
was brought to a close last night without arriv- 
ing at any new tariff agreement. The old offi- 
cers were roediected. e rail and steamship 
lines from Florida on the Atlantic seaboard have 
agreed on the orange rate at the old figure of 35 
cents per box to Baltimore, Philadelphia, and 
New York.

Loxnox, Aug. 25.—The Falkland Islands 
have no emigration agent in this country and 
it is only by the visit of some resident island- 
er that one learns there is money to be made 
there by both master and man. At the present 
time labor is scarce in these wind-awept 
islands and many might find employment 
at a wage of £6 a month and house and fir- 
ing. Nothing grows upon the iglands but grass 
and vegetables in perfection, 80 the labor is 
confined to gardening and shearing the sheep.

In the 
event of the retirement of Dr. Miquel other 
changes in the Cabinet are spoken of, the 
most significant being the possible inclusion 
in the ministry of Count von Bellestrom, as a 
concession to the Centrists, whose long ex- 
pressed desire for tepresentation in the Cabi- 
net Emperor William now is said to be favor- 
ably considering. 

Bent on Checking the Cholera. 

Since his return from England the Emperor 
has ordered that full reports be furnished to 
him with reference to the measures taken to 
prevent the spread of cholera. Hardly a day 
has passed without his Majesty having seen 
some expert or some administrative officer 
engaged in combating the disease. For in- 
stance, Wednesday last Dr. Robert Koch had 
an audience of several hours with Emperor 
William, who entered into the details of the 
precautions necessary and who displayed 
great concern at the possibility of a recur- 
rence of the pest on any great scale in Ger- 
many. 

Gift to the Son of York, 


It transpires that the Emperor took with 
him to England on board the imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern a gift for his ne wly- born cousin, 
the son of the Duke of York. The gift was in 
the shape of an exquisite little carriage in 
which the royal infaat is to take his airing 
The vehicle is in the form ofa shell, colored 
with pale, prismatic shades contrasting with 
the pale blue velvet used to line the shell. 
The latter is furnished with a beautiful cover- 
let of rich crimson velvet, worked with the 
arms of the Guelph and Hohenzollern fam- 
ilies. The baby carriage was sent to the 
White Lodge at Richmond, from which place 
the delighted mother sent her hearty thanks 
to the Emperor.

Emperor Becomes Its Patron and Offers

Preparations for the 
encampment have been in active progress for 
some weeks past, under the direction of a 
committee of-rrominent business men of the 
city and members of the order. 2 
Many Knights in the City. 

Already groups of uniformed Knights are 
here in advance engaged in sight-seemg, 
while the various preparations for the enter- 
tainment of many strangers, familiar to resi- 
dents because of their recurrence every fourth 
year before the inauguration of a President, 
are becoming manifest. The formal begin- 
ning of the conclave is tixed for Monday 
evening, Aug. 27, when there will be u recep- 
tion by the citizens of Washington to the 
commanding officers and representatives of 
the Supreme Lodge in Convention Hail, a 
building withaseating capacity of 7,000, 
which is being decorated for the occasion. 
Speeches will be made by Vice-President 
Stevenson, Commissioner Ross of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Supreme Chancellor W. 
W. Blackwell of Henderson, Ky., and Con- 
gressman C. G. Conn of Indiana. 

The most important of the week’s pro- 
gram from a popular standpoint will be 
the biennial parade of the Uniform Rank on 
Pennsylvania avenue, It will probably be re- 
viewed by President Cleveland, who today ex- 
pressed his willingness to officiate in case the 
pressure of public business is not too great; 
by Gen. Schofield of the United States Army, 
and the grand officers of the rank. Gen. Car- 
nahan predicts that 12,000 uniformed 
Knights will march, 

Grand National Parade. 


Thursday night there will bea spectacular 
illumina‘ion oi Pennsylvania avenue and of 
the dome oi the Capitol and an illuminated 
parade of trades organizations of the city. 
The competitive drills will begin Wednesday 
and be held for three days, to be participated 
in by fifty crack drill organizations from dif- 
ferent parts of the country. The cash prizes, 
aggregating $10,000, will be awarded to the 
victors in the competition Saturday, the last 
day of the encampment. The officers and 
delegates of the Supreme Lodge will devote 
themselves to the consideration of the busi- 
nese of the lodge. The first meeting will be 
held Tuesday and they will bein session for 
a period of two or three weeks, the sessions 
being, of course, secret. 

No little sentimental interest is attached to 
this gathering because Washington is the 
birth-place of the order. Its founder, Justus 
H. Rathbone, was a government official, and 
it was established in February, 1864, origin- 
ally intended as a fraternal and protective so- 
ciety for government departmental clerks, 
but it was conducted on lines which gave it 
great popularity and its membership has in- 
creased to haif a million. Marines’ Hall, 
where the first meetings were held, is still 
standing and will be occupied as headquarters 
of the Grand Lodge of the District of Colum- 
bia during the conclave, 


Mrj.-Gen. Carnahan Takes Charte. 


Washington was formally taken possession 
of by the Knights at 4 o’clock this afternoon, 
when Lawrence Gardner, Chairman of the 
Citizens’ com mittee on combing ground, pre- 
sented the camp to Ma)j.-Gen. Carnahan, the 
Com mander-in-Chief of the uniformed rank. 
Mr. Carnahan made a brief speech of accept- 
ance and was then installed with his staff in a 
large headquarters tent inthe center of the 
camp. The endowment rank was also estab- 
lished in a headquarters tent on the grounds, 
The officers anticipate that more than the 
10,000 Knights for whom provision has been 
made will beon hand. Today Gen. Carnahan 
called at the War Department to ask fora 
loan of army tents in case of emergency. 

Mem bers of the Citizens’ committee went 
on duty at the depot today to welcome the ar- 
rivals, and the high school cudets are offici- 
ating as messengers, 

One of the most important questions to 
come before the counciis will be an attempt 
to enforce the rule that the ritual shali be 
given only in the English language. A Com- 
mittee oa Ritual appointed in 1890 reported 
the rule to the Kansas City conclave of 1892, 
and it was adopted. It is said that 150 Ger- 
man lodges in the United States have printed 
their ritual in English, after making an un- 
successful demand at a meeting in Chicago in 
1893 for the repeal of the rule. If there is 
an attempt made to enforce the law against 
the German lodges they may secede, Another 
important question is the exclusion of liquor 
dealers from the order, and itis predicted that 
a constitutional provision for that purpose 
will be adopted. 


INDIANA ENIGHTS GO TO THE CAPITAL. 


Several Divisions En Route to Take Part 
in the Biennial Conelive. 

Inpranapouis, Ind., Aug. 25.—[Special.]— 
The Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias of 
this city left for Washington this afternoon 
to attend the biennial conclave. Division No. 
2, commanded by Charles R. Jones; Division 
No. 43, commanaed by H. C. Castor; and 
Division No. 56, commanded by Harry B. 
Smith, went, being joined here by the divis- 
ions from Lebanon, Noblesville, and other 
State divisions. Nos. 43 and 56 will partici- 
pate in the competitive drills. The Indiana 
contingent en route for Washington is said to 
be hardly one-third of what it would have 
been on account of failure to secure satis-

WOULD LET THIEVES RUN THE TOWN. 


Inspector Shea Protests Against Methods 
of Certain Police Justices. 

Inspector Shea of the Detective Bureau 
startled Chief Brennan and Mayor Hopkins 
yesterday when he sent them a vigorous pro- 
test against the action of certain Police Jus- 
tices in dealmg with notorious criminals 
taken by Inspector Shea’s thief catchers. Mr. 
Shea said: A month ago Officers Plunkett 
and Bach this station arrested a notorious 
thief named James Riley in company with a 
man named Bolan, also a notorious thief, 
who was sent to Denver and is now doing 
time in the Cafion City penitentiary, Colo. 
rado, from which he escaped with the notori- 
ous Stratton, since arrested by the same offi- 
cers and sent back to Kansas City. At that 
time tais Riley was given hours in which to 
leave town. Three days ago Officers Morgan 
and Sheehy met Riley on Third avenue, near 
Polk street. He had a “revolver in 
his pocket. The officers searched him and 
brought him to police headquarters. This 
morning he was arraigned before Justice 
Bradwell. The officers made the statement 
of finding the gun in his possession and told 
the Judge who he was, and the Judge said: 
‘I can’t fine him as the gun was not loaded.’ 
I am sick and tired of this kind of treatment 
from police magistrates and desire to inform 
you of the fact that if notorious thieves like 
Riley are allowed to thwart the police offi- 
cers in court we might as well shut up shop 
and let them run the town.“ Mayor Hopkins 
called Chief Brennan in and after discussing 
the attitude of the Inspector concluded that 
his complaint was justified, and ordered the 
letter sent to Justice Bradwell with no re- 
marks other than a request for an explana- 
tion. 


LOOKING AFTER ILLINOIS OENTRAL. 


City Law Department Preparing Maps 
and Reports on the Road’s Case. 

A corps from the City Engineer’s office has 
been at work along the line of the Illinois 
Central railroad tracks prevaring maps for 
the use of the Corporation Counsel in a com-

Wasurveror, D. C., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—

away, and the tariff bill remains unsigned.

No one has as yet discovered a means 
by which they can successfully defend a tariff 
measure passed by a little clique of 
2 denounced as perfidious by 
the President, and becoming a law with- 
out his signature. The efforts to induce him 
to humiliate himself sti'l further have thus 
far proved absolutely fruitless. Most of the 
members of the Cabinet, while not presum- 
ing to speak for the President, express the 
belief that he will neither sign nor veto the 
tariff bill. The party leaders who have called 
upon him to urge him to relieve them of em- 
barrassmentin the coming campaign report 
that the President listened to them in silence 
‘and made no attempt to controvert their 
statements, his very silence, however, proving 
to them beyond a doubt that he had conceded 
as muchas he could in allowing the bill to 
become a law atall, and that no considera- 
tion could induce him to give it his formal 
approval. 


Senator Hill is * the only man in either 
House who openly expresses his belief that a 
veto will be forthcoming some time Monday. 
But even Hill has gone away to New York, 
leaving the Senate to adjourn without him, 
and Mr. Gorman likewise deserted the field of 
battle, although he will remain within call in 
case of emergency. Senator Allison left for 
Towa this evening. Most of the other Repub- 
licans went before him, and in 
the event of a veto reaching Congress 
Monday only a Cortoral's guard will 
be on hand, and the President would have 
failed entirely i in securing any consideration 
for his m o one believes now that 
Mr. Cleveland w will gn the bill, and, with the 
single exception noted. no one looks for a 
veto.

The extent of the railways and tele- 
graph of the world, the character of transpor- 
tation in cities and busy communities, will be 
exhaustively investigated as well as the camel 
and other animal means of traffic, inciuding 
the employment of men in the carrying of 
commerce. Maj. J. G. Pangborn will have 
charge of the commission, and there will be 
in audition a phonographer, a stenographer, 
myself, and possibly one or two more, We 
expect to sail Sept. 5, and after passing rap- 
idiy through Europe we will commence our 
work in Asia. Investigations into our 
subject will be made there, as well 
as in the islands lying contiguous to 
that coast and the coast of Africa. 
and then we will come back into Europe, go 
back and forth in it. and also prosecute re- 
searches in Siberia, as far as possible. North- 
ern and Southern Africa will next be visited 
by the commission, and its itinerary will be 
completed by visits to the South and Central 
American States. We expect to be gone two 
years and a balf. Notices have been sent to 
various governments of the intended visit of 
the commission, and it will doubtless receive 
much assistance from the officials of the sev- 
eral governments, because we will exchange 
information wherever such a thing is possible.

Consul-General Penfield, writing from 
Cairo to the State Department on the subject 
of cane sugar cultivation in Egypt, says that 
while the conditions of irrigation remain as 
they are the area cannot be materially ex- 
tended, cane being a crop demanding much 
water at a time when the Nile is at its lowest 
point.

Of 
course this gigantic undertaking is not in- 
tended alone for the sugar planters, but for 
agricuiture generally.

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PUZZLE IN THE BILL. 


ANOTHER TARIFF PROBLEM THAT 
AFFEOTS THE WOOL SOHEDULE. 


Importers in a Quandary as to the Rates 
to Be Paid=Decision by Secretary Car- 
lisle Touching Withdrawals from 
Bond=—Appropriation to Pat in Effect 
the Income Tax Is Pxassed=—Carlisie’s 
Visit to Sugar Trust Offices Places Ad- 
ministration in Embarrassing Position. 


Wasurnerox, D. C., Aug. 25.—Still another 
question has arisen as to the proper interpre- 
tation of certuin sections in the new tariff bill. 
The schedule K,“ wool and manufactures of 
wool, imposes certain specitied duties upon a 
very long list of manufactured articles, com- 
posed in part or in whole of wool, The last 
paragraph in this schedule provides that the 
reduction of the rates of duty herein provided 
for manufactures of wool shall take effect 


Jan. 1, 1895. 

Inasmuch as the courts have decided that 
the phrase manufactures of wool’’ means 
only those in which wool is the chief compo- 
nent in point of value, the question arises as 
to whether the time at which tne new rates go 
into effect apply to the whole. scheduie or 
only to “manufactures of wool.“ A large 
part of theschedule is given upto the enumer- 
ation of articles in the composition of which 
woo! does not represent the chief value. This 
being the case importers will be interested in 
the question of whether a large proportion of 
their importations of goods containing wool 
are to pay the ew or oid rate. 

Several of the Congressional leaders saw 
Secretary Carlisle and other members of the 
Cabinet today and say they were told there 
was no further doubt the tariff bill will be- 
come a law without the President’s signature. 
Itisalso stated with much positiveness by 
House leaders there wili be no message as 
was anticipated in some quarters. 


CARLISLE’S DEAL WITH HAVEMEYER. 


Developments Show That the Trust Dictat- 
ed the Infamous Schedule. 


Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 25. —[Special. — 
Developments in New York, showing Secre- 
tary Carlisle visited the offices of the sugar 
trust while the tariff bill was under consid 
eration, have staggered some of the warm- 
est friends of the administration. Com- 
ing on the heels of Tue Trrisune’s 
publication of the fac-simile of the original 
Carlisle sugar schedule, the  revela- 
tions as to the influence of the administra- 
tion in defending and conciliating the sugar 
trust are admitted to be of the most damug- 
ing character. The sequence of events is very 
significant. Feb. 2a tariff bill came from 
the Senate to the House making sugar abso- 
lutely free. Early in March, according to his 
sworn testimony, Mr. H. O. Havemeyer, 
President of the sugar trust, came to Wash- 
ington. His firat visit was to Secretary Car- 
lisie, ut the latter’s residence, not at his 
office. March 20 a sugar echedule was re- 
ported to the Senate. it provided some 
protection to the trust, but it was not enough, 
nor was it in the shape the trust wanted. 
March 30, ten days later, the Secretary of 
the Treasury ca led at the New York office of 
the sugar trust. For a month after that no 
action was taken in the Senate on the tariff 
bill. It was held up” awaiting the action 
of the sugar Senators. May 5 Secretary 
Carlisie went to the Capitol and drew up the 
famous sugar schedule, a fac-simile of which 
was printed in Tue TRIBUNE two weeks ago. 


It Favored the Trust. 


This provided for a duty of 40 per cent ad 
valorem ou yaw sugar, 45 per cent on refined 
sugar, one-tenth of a cent per pound on re- 
fined sugar from bounty countries, free 
sugar from the Sanawich 1 and above 
all an extension of time until Jan. 1 in which 
the sugar trust could import the crop of the 
world in anticipation of a profit. As 
reported by the Finance committee 
two days later it was amended to pro- 
vide for a specific differential duty of 
one-eighth of a cent per pound on refined 
sugar, which Secretary Carlisle believed was 
the same protection asin his original sched- 
ule, but which; in fact, was considerably less 
favorable to the trust, During the fight in 
the Senate, and asa result of the exposure by 
Tun Tano and other Republican news- 
papers of the swindle concealed in the ad- 
vanced date, that feature was beaten and the 
duty made operative on the passage of the 
bill. In other respects the Finance committee 
schedule is intact today. Carlisle had 
done his work, and it was now time fora 
higher authority to intervene. President 
Cleveland wrote his celebrated letter to Mr. 
Wilson declaring a tax on coal or iron wouid 
be perfidy, but that sugar was a legitimate 
object of revenue, even if the tax did benetit 
the trust. The President was -u-taining his 
Secretary of the Treasury. During the long 
battle in the conference committee the Sen- 
ate had a firm ally in Secretary Carlisle, 
a fact too well known in Washington to be 
disputed, His real influence is not so weil 
known, butit is a patent fact that he did 
much to bring about the surrender of the 
House. Senator Biackburn of Kentucky, 
Secretary Carlisle's own State, was the ge- be- 
tween. He represented to the House leaders 
that if they surrendered on the main bil! the 
Senate would at once pass supplemental bilis 
putting sugar, coal, and iron ore on the free 


list. 
Bait Is Swallowed. 


The bait was swallowed as eageriy as if it 
had been Kentucky whisky insteaa ot a Ken- 
tucky trolling spoon. The House passed the 
Senate tariff bill, and also fired its popguns 
adding sugar, coal, and iren ore to the free 
list. When these bills came before the Sen- 
ate Secretary Carlisie promptiy came to the 
front with a singular letter to Senator Harris 
declaring that the condition of the Treasury 
wus such that a deficit would ensue should 
the sugar tax be dropped. Thisdid the busi- 
ness o far as the Democratic votes were con- 
cerned. But the Republicans were there. 
They voted for free sugar with a bounty and 
were joined by the Populists and Hill. The 
Se ate vas divided ona proposition which 
would have destroyed all protection to the 
trust. Vice-President Stevenson gave the 
casting vote which saved the sugar trust. 
rhe tariff bill has passed both Houses and, 
unless all signs -fail, President Cleveland 
will allow it to become a law when, by 
a scratch of his pen, be could 
deprive the trust of the millions it 
is counting on as illegitimate profit from the 
increased duty on raw sugar. Thus it will be 
seen that Secretary’ Carlisle saw Havemeyer 
in Washington and in New York. He drew 
the original schedule substantiaily as it now 
stands. He had a hand in inducing the House 
to surrender, He prevented the passa e of 
the popgun sugar bill in the Senate. Vice- 
President Stevenson prevented the passage of 
a free sugar bill. President Cleveland de- 
fended the sugar schedule in his Wilson letter 


and now apparently intends to allow the trust 


all it has asked for. 
Administration in the Soup, 

Toa man up a tree it would seem that the 
administration was in the vat. This is where 
the fun comesin. Carlisle’s connection with 
the trust cannot be denied, so the administra- 
tion is trying to throw him over. The story 
of his visit to the trust officers in New York 
was printed exclusively in the Times of that 
city, an administration organ, which is sup- 
posed to be closer to President Cleveland than 
any paper in the country. Rumors have al- 
ready been printed that Cleveland was trying 
to turn down Carlisle, and it would not be 
strange if the New York Times demanded Car- 
lisle’s resignation. If it does it will be signifi- 
cant. Efforts have been made today to induce 
Secretary Carlisle to make a denial of 
the story of his New York visit to the sugar 
trust. Thus far he has been silent. There is 
no disguising the fact the administration is 
worried over the sugar scandals, and Carlisle 
may be the scapegvat. T elations between 
him and the President arb straifted to the 
breaking point, and the gossips are on the 
lookout for a possible explosion. The facts 
show the Secretary of the Treasury has been 
a good friend of the trust, but the inexorable 
records tell the same story of the President 
and the Vice-President as well. And there 
you are, ;

FAVOR A SHIP CANAL ‘THROUGH OHIO, 


Should It Be Built Water Traffic’ Would 


Greatly Increase. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 25.—The project 
of a ship canal from Lake Erie to the Ohio 
River has had advocates for many years both 
in and out of Congress, and opponents as 
well, The first practical step towards a solu- 
tion of the engineering problem is 
taken in the river and harbor 
appropriation act of this year, requiring the 
Secretary of War to appoint a board oi army 
engineers to makea survey of the different 
routes proposed and report to the next session 
of Congress as to the practicability of the 
project and its cost. Three routes proposed 
ure from Erie to Pittsburg; from Cleveland 
to Marietta, O.; and from Toledo to UCin- 
einnati. There is already existing an all- 
water way for canal boats over each of these 
routes. The cost of widening and 
deepening the channels and putting in 
locks so as to accommodate vessels 
of 280 tons burden is what. it is sougnt to 
ascertain, While the floating of great vessels 
without unloading from the lakes to the gulf 
is a fascinating conception the opponents of 
the expenditure urge the vesseis built so as to 
nhvigate the lakes would be helpless and use- 
less after they were brought into the Ohio and 
Mississippi R.vers and vice-versa with the 
river crait in the lakes. On the other 
hanc it is argued that an all-water 
route for the Michwan iron ores and the 
Pennsylvania and Ohio coal supply is the only 
thing that will enable the Western Pennsy!- 
vania and Ohio iron manufacturers to com- 
pete with the fast developing industry in the 
South. Advocates of the project see pros- 
pects of an immense growth of water traffic 
if it is completed. Some authoritative settle- 
ment of these conflicting opinions is hoped 
for from the work of the commission to be 
appointed. 


LABOR HEADQUARTERS AT WASHINGTON 


Bepfesentatives to Work at the Capital 
for Union Interests, 

Wasninetoy, D. C., Aug. 25.—Since the 
acknowledged failure of the great A. R. U. 
strike there has been a manifest tendency on 
the part of the labor leaders to urge their 
followers to unite for the betterment of wage- 
earners in po.itics. President Debs of the 
A. R. U. bas proclaimed this as their wisest 
course. Representative Hudson of Kan- 
sas suid today: “I have no doubt 
this movement to found head- 
quarters of the labor organizations 
here in Washington will be successful. It is 
not intended to remove the existing head- 
quarters of the Knights of Labor from Phila- 
deiphia, nor to bring the central offices of 
any order here, but merely to have head- 
quarters where representatives of laboring 
organizations will be maiutained, who can 
work in the interests of labor. The true 
friends of laboring men have always 
advised them to avoid strikes and 
have recourse to the ballot for the 
betterment of their condition as a class. 
There is a greater tendency toward united 
work among the different organizations at 
thistime than ever before. This tendency 
was inanifested in the petition tor the free 
coinage of silver and against interest on 
bonus which was recentiy presented to the 
House from united labor.“ It is understood 
the organizations wili maintain agents here 
to look after their political interests, as some 
of them do now, but that these representatives 
will be expected to codperate for the further. 
ance of legislation deemed to be for their in- 
terests. 


COMMENT ON THE COLOMBIAN CLAIM. 


Views of Senator Gray Touching the “ Most 
Favored Nation Clause,” 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 25.—Senator 
Gray, a member of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, in speaking of Colombia’s 
claim against the United States on account of 
the reciprocity treaties, said today that when 
the reciprocity amendment in the McKinley 
bill was being considered in the Senate, the 
question as to those nations claim- 
mg rights under the most favored 
nation ciauses of treaties was raised. Mr. 
Gray contended then that any nation having 
treaty riguts of the kind would be entitled to 
the privileges of special agreements made 
with any nation under the reciprocity section 
of the McKinley law. Senator Evarts, then a 
member of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, contended that special trade agreements 
authorized by laws -ubsequent to the time the 
treaties containing a most favored nation 
clause were mude would supersede such 
treaties, Senator Gray says tne first question 
to be ruised in case claims are made of the 
Colombian character would be to whom the 
money should be paid. Not to the importers, 
he says, because they secured a higher rate for 
their goods if they paid higher duties. It 
would be impossible to find the consumers, 
and the Colombian government would not ex- 
pect to be paid these sums. If the ciaims are 
made and Cungress is called upon to pay 
them, the matter will lead toa great deal of 
discussion and the tariff policy of the country 
w.ll again be reviewed. 

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
Appropriation to Put the income Tax 
Into Effect Slylv Passes, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 25.— While the Sen- 
ate was considering business behind closed doors 
yesterday there slipped through an important 
bill. It is the House bill appropriating $9,000 
to carry into effect the income tax provisions of 
the tariff bill and which has been held up under 
objection for a few days. This ends all con- 
troversy as to the preliminary arrangements for 
collecting the income tax. 


Admiral Walker Relieved, 

Admiral Beardslee has assumed command of 
the Pacific station, relieving Admiral Walker. 
who will come directly to Washington to confer 
with authorities respecting his Pearl Harbor sur- 
vey and Hawaiian affairs generally, and then 

roceed to Annapolis to take command of the 
United States Naval Academy in place of Capt.

association or organization to paralyze the 
commerce and industries of the country in 
order to settle a grievance which any part of 
the organization muy have?’’ asked Commis- 
sioner W right. 

“IT believe that labor has the natural and 
inherent right to endeavor to improve its con- 
dition,“ answered Mr. Gompers. Labor is 
the producer of the wealth of the wor'd and 
should have a right to havea large share of 
the uct of its labor and it is going to have 
it, It industry and commerce are incidentally 
interested and affected it is not the laborers’ 
fault. The most reasonable course would be 
for the employer to grant the reasonable re- 
quests of labor. I think strikes improve the 
condition of the employés.”’ 

Strikes Have Their Uses. 


„Mr. Gompers, you have given the labor 
Question a great deal of attention for a num- 
berof years. Have you arrived at any con- 
clusion relative to methods which can be 
adopted by State or government legislation 
looking toward the avoidance of strikes and 
boycotts, and, if so, what are your conclu- 
sions?” 

“So long as the present industrial and com- 
mercial system lasts so long will strikes con- 
tinue, ey may be diminished in number 
and the intensity of the feeling of bitterness, 
butsolong as the present system lasts so 
long will we have industrial disputes and dis- 
turbances. I do not join with this general 
hve and cry against strikes. I believe in di- 

minishing the number as much as possible, 
and have worked as much as any one living 
man for the diminution of strikes, but in the 
denouncing of strikes I will not join. Strikes 
are a sign that the people are not yet willing 
to surrender every spark of manhood and in- 
dependence. They attract the attention 
labormg classes and the capi- 

classes to the problem of 

and the employers of labor 

in many cases would not have given under 
other circumstances the laborer a second con- 
sideration except as to the amount of labor 
he can produce. The strike is the movement 
of one of the forces in the industrial life and 
gives evidence that we shall not go down fur- 
rin the gucial and economic scale. It is 
tacitly a warning that labor has its rights and 
that it is united in tae determination to se- 
cure them—if not today, some other day. 
Strikes are not the things they are usually 
‘written down to be. The statistics indicate 
the greatest majority of them are gained. 

In the State of New York two-thirds of the 


strikes have been victories for the working- 


men. They show that the strikes were not as 
& rule against reductions, but for increases of 
wages and diminutiorfof hours of labor or to 
improve conditions, It is true that 

es have been lost, but there are 
few if any incidents where some advantage 

not been gained. The first and imme- 


injunctions issued by the courts. First I 
wantto say that the inter-State commerce 
law was the result of an agitation of farmeis 
and shippers, and the relorm element took 
hold of the cry and they presented it to Con- 
gress, and it was enacted by Congress. No 
thought was ever had that that law would ap- 
ply to labor engaged in a dispute with cor- 
porations and employers. I am informed 
upon good authority that Senator Morgan of 
Aludama proposed an amendment making 
the law apply to the organizatious of labor. 
In other words if thatamendment had been 
adopted the injunctions issued by the differ- 
ent Judges would have been based upon the 
law as it was understood when adopted, but 
the amendment of Senator Morgan was de- 
feated, thus showing that the intention 
of Congress was that this law should 
not apply to organized labor engaged in a 
dispute with the employers, and that the in- 
tention, so far as it applies to the inter-State 
commerce law. is what the courts have too 
frequently done when workers were invoived 
—that is, the court made the law. It<is a law 
which doen’t exist, but the courts make it. 
Then. again, so far as the posta! laws are con- 
cerned, in his last réport Postmaster-General 
Bissell recommended that a train in which 
there was but one pouch of mail matter should 
be ecnstrued to be a mail train. There ie no 
law upon the statute books designating that 
one mail pouch made it a mail train. An- 
other consideration is this: More than 100 
years ago a vunber of the ablest and best 
men the world possessed met in convention 
and adopted a constitution. In the Staces 
Constitution were subsequently adopted. 
At that time the men knew scarcely of 
the existence of the power of steam. They 
knew nothing at all of electricity. They had 
ro conception of the steam engine or the 
electric motor or the telegraph or telephone. 
The application of steam and electricity to 
industry and not the laws that have been 
made in the period I have mentioned is sought 
to be a'pplied to modern industry and modern 
ecommerce. The fact is that there is too much 
rigidity in the law. Itis not pliable. It has 
not elasticity enough to promote the adoption 
of euch laws as changed industrial and com- 
mercial conditions make necessary. When 
labor comes into sourt and asks for remedial 
or beneficial legislation the answer is that it is 
unconstitutional. The fact that it is benefi- 
cial or necessary is not denied. I submit that 
industry and commerce cannot go back to 
conform to the law. Let theories 
and old crusty customs of law be 
changed to conform to the changed 
industrial and commercial conditions. 
The trades unions stand for the reform of 
these conditions and they hope by the evolu- 
tionary process to secure these changes for 
which we struggle and have struggied and

SERIES OF TABLEAUS OF WAR 


Gen. Miles’ Fighting Men Prance About 
the Plain at Evanston, While a Crowd 
ot 20,000 Approves and Applauds= 
‘Mosaic of Incidents of the Field to II- 
lustrate the Varied Forms of Attack 
and De tense Cavalry Practice That 
‘Proved a Feature. 

Bits of Gettysburg were done over again on 
the Niles plains yesterday by Miles’ fighting 
men. The day’s maneuvers made a sort of 
mosaic of battle incidents, there being not 
the same continuity of action that has char- 
acterized each day’s mock fighting hereto- 
fore. 

Great crowds looked at the series of mov- 
ing war tableaus. The turn out of sightseers 
was even greater than that of the Saturday 
previous, when over 20,000 people watched 
the troops at work. People seemed to come 
swarming from everywhere. Five special 
trains of ten to twelve cars each were run 
over the Montrose division of the Northwest- 
ern road, some from the city to the south 
and some from Kenosha and Waukegan to 
the north. All of them were . jammed with 
holiday folks. The regular trains and the 
electric cars were in the same fix. Every 
Teutonic cultivator of cabbage for miles 
about hooked up his old plow horses to what- 
ever sort of vehicle he possessed and piled 

all the family and all the neighbors 

aboard. Every smart trap in Evanston 
was out. Long lines of people tramped 
across the prairie towards the battleground 
during the first half of the afternoon. Mayor 

Mann’s grand stand, increased to more than 

twice its original size, filled and overflowed 

long before 3 o’clock, the hour set for the 
rnage to begin. 

Fakers and peddlers were thick as hops 
along the edges of the battlefield. There were 
dispensers of “celery wine,” champagne 
cider, and all the variety of strange and out- 
landish temperance drinks that delight the 
Evanston thirst; there were dealers in sand- 
wiches and sliced watermelon and peanuts be- 
yond all counting. It was just like the big 
day of a first-rate country fair.

TROUBLE IN THE DENTAL OOLLEGE 


Milwaukee’s New Institution in a Row=— 


Printers Strike. 

Mruwavukesn, Wis., Aug. 25.—[Special.]— 
The Milwaukee Dental College is not to open 
until Sept. 1, but already there is trouble 
with the faculty and five of the prominent 
practicing dentists of the city, who were to 
have chairs in the institution, resigned today. 
These are L. J. Stephan, Claude A. South- 
well, P. W. Gardner, and W. C. Wendell, all 
in the Department of Clinies, and W. H. Carson, 
special lecturer on prosthetic chemistry. The 
new dental college is to be connected with 
Trinity Hospital. The doctors think the in- 
stitution is too commercial in character and 
will be too cumbersome. 

The Milwaukee delegation in the next Leg- 
islature will present a bili for the submission 
ofan amendment to the Constitution tu a 
vote of the people. The proposed amend- 
ment looks to the issue of long-time bonds 
by cities, towns, and other municipalities and 
will provide for the redemption of these obli- 
gations in fifty years instead of in twenty 
years, as is now provided. This is in accord- 
ance with the resolution presented to the 
Common Council by Ald. Ramsey, Sucha 
change would, it is claimed, bring in a much 
greater return, as the premium on the long- 
time bonds would be much larger thun on 
those now in vogue. It would also carry out 
the principle that the future generations shall 
pay for some of the benefits from public im- 
provements which they will enjoy.

OHIO MINERS TAKE AWAY TOOLS. 


Refuse to Accept Terms of the Operators 
and Leave the Mines. 


Masson, O., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—The 
strike of the 2,000 coal miners in Massillon 
district, inaugurated Feb. 19 to resist the pro- 
posed a bolition of a differential, will continue. 
Two weeks ago the operators met and re- 
solved to offer the men 60 cents a ton, this 
being a reduction of 15 cents, with reductions 
in the cost of supplies equal to seven cents 
a ton, thus making a netreduction, from the 
operators point of view. of 8 cents. They 
also resolved that unless their offer should 
be accepted by Aug. 25 each operator should 
order his mines cleared of all tools within 
three days; the working places should be de. 
clared vacant and open to other workmen. 
To this proposition the miners have made no 
response, but as they have been rapidity re- 
moving their tools all day and have otherwise 
taken occasion to repeat their determination 
to hold out, the operators now feel themselves 
at liberty to open their mines upon any terms 
they can make. There is much talk of em- 
ploymg colored miners from the South. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 1 4 
will be no strike on the Sout ark and there 
will be a reduction in wages. This is the re- 
sult Of a conference between the representa- 
tives of the men and Receiver Trumbull and 
General Superintendent Dunaway. Con- 
ductors will be paid three and one-half cents 
per mile and the brakemen two and one-half 
cents per mile. The pay of the engineers and 
firemen is only slightiy reduced, while the 
wages of all others suffera cut-of nearly 20 
per cent. 

Brazit, Ind., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—The 
block coal miners of this district perfected 
an organization known as the Block Coal 
Miners’ Association at their meeting last 
night. This association acts independently of 
the United Mine Workers in settling ali diffi- 
culties arising between block coal miners and 
operators of this district. 

ELwoon, Ind., ee 25.—The window glass 
manufacturers of thirty towns and cities in 
the Indiana gus belt have held a meeting 
and decided to demand a reduction in 
wages of window giars workers of 30 per 
cent. The glass workers declare they will 
never submit to this reduction.

The works at one 
time employed half a hundred men, but suc- 
cumbed to the fate which seemed to over- 
shadow all the institutions which ever located 
there. The buildings were burned. Cheese 
and butter tub factories have also been oper- 
ated, but only a small creamery remains on 
the site of a larger one burned in the fail of 
1885. Early in the history of the village a 
Methodist Episcopal society was organized.

James O'Brien, another veteran of South 
E\gin’s passing, believes a bad fate ora neme- 
sis or an inscrutable providence is not half so 
much to blame [or the bad luck of the village 
as is Elgin. When he first came to the town 
forty years ago it boasted the only doctor in 
the whole township, and this same doctor fur- 
nished the quinine pills to the people up the 
river. But Elgin’s bigger bluffs, better water. 
power, and more enterprising citizens won. 
Then the watch factory located up the river 
and with it departed forever the hopes of 
South Elgin to outstrip its rival. The place 
finally has worked out the plan of its founder 
as to temperance, for nothing stronger than 
pop can be bought. All the famous distil- 
leries and numerous saloons of early 
days have disappeared. Of all the indus- 
tries ever located in the town only one re- 
mains. The stone quarries furnishing Elgin 
the most of its foundation stone are a decided 
success. Fortunately they cannot be burned, 
but the people believe they may eventually 
be the victims of an earthquake or that some 
dire calamity must wipe the owners from the 
earth. South Elgin has so deteriorated that 
it has neither police, constable, nor Sheriff, 
as it had thirty years ago. It has no govern- 
ment and depends on Elgin for a polling 
place. Cows and geese pasture in the streets 
undisturbed. Fencesare down and grass and 
weeds grow as they will.

Two hundred years men toiled and strug- 
gled and prayed, toiled with rude imple- 
ments, struggled with enemies, famine, and 
disease, and prayed to heathen gods. Then 
out of darkhess came light, out of want came 
prosperity and plenty, out of a swamp where 
generations had lived and worked and 
suffered and died rose the walls and domes 
vf a great city—Tencchtitlan the beautiful. 
Within its gates was the court of the mighty 
king—Montezuma—the out-picturing of a 
barbaric civilization such as the older world 
across the sea never had known. 

From the white towers of temples and 
palaces the eye swept across the Eden-like 
valley of Anahuac with its bright sheets of 
silver shining along for seventy miles and

In one of the glorietas of the fashiona- 
ble driveway of Mexico City, the Paseo de la 
Reforma, stands the monument erected by 
the government to the King Guatemozin. 
Towering against the deep biue of thesky, on 
an elaborately carved base, ewmbeilished with 
numerous Indian emblems and devices, 
oic| statue of the young mon- 
arch, The bare right arm holds sloft a glit- 
tering spear. From the left shoulder depends 
a vo.urmiuous robe, and on the head rests a 
helmet surmounted by a tiara of eagle feath- 
ers. In the left hand is held a maqua- 
huitl,’? the most powerful of weapons known 
to Aztec warriors. On one side of the monu. 
ment is inscribed the name of Quanhtemoc 
(Guatemozin), abd on the other three sides 
appear the names of three of the greatest of 
the Aztec chiefs at the time of the conquest— 
Coauacach. Cuitlahuac, and Quetzalcuayoti. 
The latter is famous in history as being the 
greatly beloved poet ery hy Tezcuco. On

On 
Guantemoc day each village is repre- 
sented by a delegation from the 
Indian societies and the government 
appoints an orator of the day, who opens the 
ceremonies, which take place on a large stage 
erected. on the Paseo, oj posite the Guante- 
moc statue. He is followed by Indian orators 
in speeches and poetry in their native dia- 
lects, and sweet! weird music that only an 
Indian mind 1 compose and Indian 
hearts and hands interpret. Then dancers 
and musicians, who might have stepped from 
the halls of Montezuma’s Palace, so gorgeous- 
ly are they clad, take their places on the 
broad stone platiorm which surrounds the 
base of the statue. Supple brown bodies in 
costumes in which the primitive colors of 
red. yellow. and blue predominate, and orna- 
mented with leather frmge and bead and 
feather embroidery. sway and bend to the 
rhythmic tum tum of queer musical 
instruments, such as doubtless were 
used by ithe Aztec minstrels Who 
sang of deeds of valor and the glory and pow- 
er ot their nation and King in the time of 
Moutezua. The measured tread of mocca- 
sined feet beats time on the stone platform, 
and swarthy faces look out of frames of long, 
coal-black hair and headdresses of waving 
feathers, ag stoically imperturbable as so 
many bronze images. The monument is 
trimmed with flags and the flowers which the 
Indians bring from their villages, and further 
ornamented with living statues in the persons 
of warriors who stand motionless for hours in 
the sun, high up on the granite ledges at the 
four corners ot the monument. These are as 
gorgeously atrayed as the dancers on the 
platform below, and have spears and battle 
axes in their hands in addi.ion to the quiver 
of arrows and bow each has slung to his back. 

Primitive finery seen even in museums has 
a fascination for eyes sated with the modern 
finery of Fifth avenue and State street, and 
when this primitive finery is worn by real 
live“ Indians amid scenes ahd with cere- 
monies as picturesque as the people the et- 
fect is marvelously charming and “el dia 
de cuanhtempoc"’ hangs pictures on memory’s 
walls that are bright and fresh long after

kets merchants are exchanging their wares 
for smal! bags of cucoa and quills of gold- 
dust. Boats glide by on the placid waters of 
the canals bringing produce and flowers from 
the fertile floating gardens. From the courts 
of palaces come sounds of music, mirth, and 
dancing, and groups of gay courtiers stroil 
by on their way to the fétes in these princely 
bouses.

In their midst are the figures 
of men stripped to their waists, their heads 
decorated with coronals of plumes and fans in 
their hands.

terrible, and hero Fancy halts, shuddering, 
with its foot on the step of this heathen tem- 
ple and turns back to the present. Old 
things are dend,“ it says, here live the new 
and they are best. They have the charm with 
the poison of heathendom wushed away,” 

Time, like distance, lends enchantinent to 
the view, and the rugged. pictures of the past, 
seen through the mellow light of centuries, 
appear soft and beautiful to the sight, and the 
incense of the old glorious life comes up 
through the ages and saturates the very at- 
mosphere of Mexico. Here upon the wreck 
of the old stands the new, and the spirit of 
romance glides among the ruins and ever the 
echo of long-hushed voices comes from the 
erumbling wall and broken arch, All about 
are the descendants of Montezuma—a melan- 
choly people with the stamp of their coun- 
try’e defeat still upon them, a patient, gen- 
tle, affectionate people, living in almost uni- 
versal poverty, but a poverty that is not 
without dignity, and maintaining even in a 
state so down-trodden and hopeless a court- 
e-y of speech and bearing that charms the 
agile pursuer of dol.ars from beyond the 
Rio Grande and surprises the rudest into an 
imitation. Guanhtemoe day will ever bring 
to one charmed observer of its celebration 
the memory of a handsome Indian face with 
saint-like, melancholy eyes looking up as in 
adoration, as, seeing the des:re of da Amer- 
icano”’ to get nearer to the dancers, the hand- 
some black head is quickly uncovered and the 
musical voice asks softly, Quieve la sefor- 
ita avanzar?’ (Does the sefiorita wish to ad- 
vance?); and of a stalwart figure quickly 
opening a way in the crowd and stooping to 
place a many-hued serape for the [eet of La 
sefiorita.”” The graceful moving and seem- 
ingly tireless dancers fina ly disappear from 
the scene. Then a sea of rebozo and som- 
brero-covered heads surges about the mouu- 
ment, The onlooker is strongly reminded of a 
great theater where the principal singers of 
an opera leave the stage and only the ehorus 
remains. The brown faces and bare, black 
heads of las Aztecas are a numerous con- 
tingent in this gathering of the great un- 
combed and the grand ensemble of this pict- 
ure of the Paseo ow Guanhtemoc day wants 
nothing to complete it. 

Among the Indian tribes there are many 
distinctive characteristics, and one familiar 
with these characteristics can tell in what 
„pueblo“ an Indian lives or from what part 
of the country he comes. Some tribes live, 
generation after generation, in the same yil- 
lage, in the same adobe houses, following the 
same occupations, wearing the same style and 
kind of eiothing, eating the same kind of food 
prepared in the same laboriously primitive 
way, seeming neither to progress or retro- 
grade, and being a living contradiction of the 
assertion that a people must either advance or 
go back ward. 

in a m.urtain village, perhaps a day’s ride 
from Mexico City, lives atribe of exclusive 
and aristocratic Indians called “ los Griegos”’ 
(the Greeks). They are light complexioned 
and the majority have blue eyes and light 
hair. They dress principaily in two shades of 
blue and their elothing is good ana weli made 
and generally ornamented with the bead and 
silk etnbroidery of which Indians are so fond, 
Their houses are better built and furnished 
than is usual among Indians, and many have 
pianos ana other uusical instruments, u] on 
which they play with considerable skill, 
These Griegos ’’ have no commercial or so- 
cial conneetions with other tribes, holding 
aloof from even those who live at the base of 
the mountain on which their village is situat- 
They raise their own food, do their own 
manufacturing, have their own schools, 
churches, and social institutions, and seldom 
or never marry outside of their own tribe. 
There is said to be another tribe of blue-eyed, 
fair-haired Indians, who have the appearance 
of Germans, living in the Sierra Madre 
Mountains in the State of Durango. This 
phenomenon is like the red-headed negro seen 
oceasionaliy in the United States, an unac- 
countable deviation from the usual broad- 
faced, brown-skinued, b'‘ack-eyed,  black- 
haired type, which, in their picturesquely 
secant apparel of coarsest homespun, with a 
baby (sometimes two babies) slung to their 
backs in their dirty reboyos, are ever a shin- 
ing but unwilling mark for the kodaker and 
the descriptive pen of the industrious news- 
paper correspondent. 


OARDINAL GROSBEAKS LIBERATED. 


Ohio Statute to Free the Caged Beauties 
Is Enforced Strictly. 

CotumsBus, O., Aug. 20.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—The nutive red bird, or the 
cardinal grosbeak, as the books know it, shall 
not be suffered to live and die in prison is the 
edict of the Ohio Fish and Game Commis- 
sion. The result is that scores of families 
have had to part with the pretty songster 
which has become the pet of all, afid the bird 
stores of the State have been forced to dis- 
pose of or free such birds of this class as they 
happened to have in stock. The law under 
which this rather unusual proceeding is brought 
is not especially recent in its enactment, 
It applies to all native birds common in the 
State and imposes a fine of $25 for the first 
and $50 for each subsequent offense. The 
purchaser, the catcher, and the seller are 
equally liable. The enforcement of the law 
has caused nota little sharp discussion and 
some have been inclined to take the matter 
into court until they found that a test case 
has already been made and the law upheld. 
The Game Wardens say hundreds of these 
birds are taken every year from their nests in 
this State, At least nine out of every ten die 
before they reach maturity. Some time ago 
a Cincinnati man undertook to fight the com- 
mission in the courts on the plea that the 
birds which he uad for sale were bought in 
Indiana and that, as he sold them in Ohio, it 
would be an interference with inter-State 
commerce to compel him to free the birds. 
The case was carried to the Supreme Court of 
the State, and it upheld the law. The freeing 
of the birds which have deen in captivity has 
stirred up a great amount ol talk. Even Hu. 
mane Agent Parmelee of Cleveland has come 
to the front with the declaration that it is far 
more cruel to free the birds after they have 
ceased to have full control of their wingsthan 
it is to keep them in :confinement. To this 
the Game Wardens reply that if the birds are 
given a fair chance they quickly regain the 


use of their wings. and can be set free without | 


the least danger that the cats or other carniv- 
orous creatures will kill them. Game Ward- 
éns enforce the law strictly. and if owners re- 
fuse to release their pets the penalty is exacted. 
The cardinai grosbeak is a native of Ohio, and 
can stand even the deepsnows which frequent- 
ly fall in this latitude. Indeed it is in these 
snows that the pretty creature is most often 
trapped. Its food is seeds and berries and 
buds, he Game Wardens claim that not 
one of the liberated birds will go hungry.

GazerseGreat Results Looked For. 

Scientists have been straining their eyes 
and puzzling their brains for several weeks 
trying to discover why the inhabitants of 
Mars were signaling people on the earth, but 
us yet have failed to solve the mystery. The 
scores of wise men who have geen peering 
through great telescopes set up in observa- 
tories on mountain tops can only report that 
there appears to be unwonted activity in 
Mars, even more eo than one observes in Chi- 
cago on a May moving day. The people of 
the other world seem to be hurrying and scur- 
rying ubout, but the astronomers can’t quite 
make out their sex, size, or whether or what 
kind of clothing they wear, 

The best observations have been taken 
through the great Lick observatory telescope 
set up on Mount Hamilton. This telescope is 
the largest now in use, having au object glass 
thirty-six inches in diameter. The scientists 
declare that with more powerful telescopes 
all the secrets of Mars could be revealed, one 
of the brainy students of the skies declaring 


Pittsburg that John A. Brashear is at work on 
the fifty-inch telescope intended for the Al- 
leghany Observatory. Mr. Brashear believes 
he can make this lens, but to grind the mon- 
ster pieces of crown and flint glass which fit 
together to make an acromatic refracting lens 
will take at least a year. The glass must be 
imported from France. The material must 
be free from the least speck or flaw, and in 
preparing it many valuable pieces will un- 
doubtedly be wasted. Probably half a dozen 
glasses will be spoiled before the right one is 
obtained for the monster telescope for the Al- 
leghany Observatory. 

A glass less than twelve inches in diameter 
costs from $8,000 to $10,000 unmounted, 
so a good idea may be obtained what a 
perfect glass fifty inches in diameter will 


bring. 
The tube of this giant new telescope will be 


fully sixty-five feet in length and will require 
a dome more than fifty feet in diameter. To 
grind the fifty-inch lens for this telescope 
will require infinite care, for the slightest er- 
ror made in the operation will not only pro- 
duce a defective and worthless glass but 
waste thousands of dollars and months of 
valuable time. Mr. Brashear, who is under- 
taking this work, takes great pride in it, for 
it is his ambition to furnish his own State 
largest and finest telescope in the world. 
Prof, J. E. Keller, the director of the Alle- 
ghany Observatory, will superintend the 
work of making this new star reader, and it 
was partially through his efforts that Messrs. 
Carnegie and Phipps were interested in the 
matter, 

Mr. Brashear’s friends are enthusiastic over 
his ability to turn out this perfect fifty-inch 
lense. His most difficult production is the 

rating, which is used in spectroscopic work.

Yerkes Observatory of the Chicago Univer- 
sity.

fail in its mission of penetrating the clouds 
still another giant telescope, with a lens fifty 
inches in diameter, will be ready in the near 
future to do the work. The fifty-inch tele- 
scope will be placed in the Allegheny (Pa.) 
Observatory through the munificence of An- 
drew Carnegie and Henry Phipps Jr. 

It is an interesting contest that is now on 
between the scientists as to which observatory 
will make the greatest discoveries in the 
skies, The philanthropists are also coming 
forward with commendable alacrity and fur- 
nishing the monster telescopes necessary for 
the study of the p'anets. When the Lick Ob- 
servatory received its 36-inch telescope it 
was believed that none larger or more power- 
ful could be made, but recently three larger 
telescopes have been completed, and the giant 
of all, the 50-inch telescope now being made 
in Pittsburg, will be ready for mounting in

pleted for the Chicago University is the sec. 
ond instrument made for C. T. Yerkes. Mr. 
Yerkes is fond of astronomy. He spent about 
$300,000 in erecting an observatory in Cali- 
fornia not long ago, and his recent gift to 
the Chicago University will cost him at least 
$200,000 more. In his new mansion now in 
course of erection on Fifth avenue, New York, 
Mr. Yerkes will have an observatory, in 
which will be a fine telescope for the private 
use of the owner. 

He not only takes great pleasure in star 
gazing himself, but members of his family 
are also ardent students of astronomy. When 
he heard that a more powerful telescope than 
the one in Lick Observatory could be turned 
out he at once gave an order for the largest 
telescove it is possible to make, The makers 
of the instrument said they believed the limit 
was a lens about forty-two inches in diameter. 
Mr. Yerkes told them not to mind the cost, 
and he has presented the instrument to the 
observatory of the Chicago University. Alvan 
Clark’s Sons, the makers, report thatit is 
nearly ready for the observatory.

The location of the telescope was decided on 


City of Alleghany, adjacent to Watson Park, 
and which will bear the name of Riverview. 
Mr. Brashear, Prof. Keller, Mayor Kennedy, 
of Alleghany, and Joseph Hunter have sur- 
veyed the site and found it an admirable loca- 
tion forthe biggest of all telescopes, The 
mount contains about sixteen acres and 
commands a view unobstructed by hills 
or smoke, From the summit Sewickley, 
thirteer miles distant, can be plainly 
seen. The land belongs to the City of Al- 
egnany, but as all the municipal officials are 
eluted over the prospects of their city stand- 
ing the best chance of discovering celestial 
secrets, they will donate the mount to the ob. 
servatory without delay. All that is neces- 
sary is an ordinance from the City Council, 
and this will be passed at once. 

Still another giant telescope, larger than 
the one in Lick Observatory, is now being 
made. It is intended for the Lowe Ob. 
servatory on Mount Lowe, in Southern Cali. 
fornia. It has a ens 37 inches in diam- 
eter, one and a half inches greater than that 
of the Lick telescope. The Lowe Observa- 
tory professors believe they can make many 
new discoveries in the skies with the assist- 
ance of their new instrument. 

The great telescope for the Chamberlain 
Observator) at Denver, Colo., was eompleted 
last week at the astronomical works of 
George Saegmuller of Washington. It has a 
lens thirty-eight inches in diameter, and the 
experts who have examined it admire it great- 
iy for its mechanical excellence as well as for 
the performance of its object glass. Dr. 
Howe of the Denver University has had charge 
of the construction of the telescope, The 
Chamberlain telescope will be mounted at

In the telescope for the Chamberlain Ob. 
servatory a new departure is made in con- 
struction from which great benefits are ex. 
pected to result. A reduction in weight in a 
telescope with a tube more than forty feet in 
length means less friction, less flexure, and 
greater ease in motion in every direction, and 
more satisfactory work all around. So alu. 
minum was used by the makers of this in- 
strument; not the metal in a pure state, but 
an alloy which is now made, and while 
scarcely any heavier than the pure metal has 
the tensile strength and stiffness of the best 
red metal or brass. This alloy of aluminum 
as used in the Chamberlain telescope in cer. 
tain parts, greatly reduces the weight, 

Prof. George A Fargis,S. J., of the George- 
town College Observatory, has just made an 
important discovery for star gazers. He has 
produced an instrument that is attached to 
the telescope recently completed for George- 
town College, that registers the time of 1 — 
transit of the stars. Every movement of a 
star is carefully recorded by the photo.chron. 
ograph, as Prof. Fargis calis his instrument, 
It consists of two parts—a plate holder and an 
electro magnet—~so arranged that sensitive 
plates can be inserted close against the lass

Philately in Its Relations to Other Branches 
of Knowledge—The Intelligent Collect-

Few persons haveany idea of the extent 


and importance of the pursuit of collecting 


stamps and the trade which has re- 
sulted therefrom. The origin of the business 
dates back scarcely forty years,and yet in 
that time it has developed into a science—the 
science of philately. The word philatelist 
comes from the Greek philos, a friend or ad- 
mirer, and ateleia, exempt from taxation. 
Taxation at the time it derived its name in 
Greek was represented by a small printed 
piece of paper or check used asthe postage 
stamp is now 0 
The average reader will ask, if philately be 
an intellectual pursuit, what does it teach? 
The answer can be readily given. Philately 
teaches geography and history. It develops 
a taste for art and science and stimulates re- 
searchin nearly every branch of learning. 
Postage-stamp collecting has been in the 
and is even at present subject to more or 
less ridicule simply because the idea of gath- 
ering together parcels of torn and seemingly

trait of Queen Victoria. The stamps of other 
countries are embellished by numerals, her- 
aldic devices, and arabesques, the latter em- 
anat from Mohammedan lands.

the simple postage stamp can be studied 
rise, decline, and fall of empires, monarchies, 
and republics. The displacement of the 


stamps of the States, of the Church, and of 
the K om of Naples tells of the establish- 
ment of that great power, the Kingdom of 
Italy, disappearance of the Confederate 
stamps from circulation told of the close of 
the civil war in America. The absence from 
circulation or use of the beautiful stamps of 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia heralded 
the fact of the confederation of these prov- 
inces under the Dominion of Canada. 

The rise of the German Empire made ob- 
solete various continental stamps as well as 
those of Aleace and Lorraine. In other in- 
stances old stamps have been superseded by 
stamps of newer design, but the majority of 
obsolete stamps have been set aside by ex- 


ternal forces and thus illustrate history and 


political geography. * 
more recent rise and rapid progress of 
Japan,in imitation of Western civilization 
progress, is noticed by a series of stamps 
engraved by native artists and printed upon 
paper of native manufacture. The changes

Com- 
pare the first general issue of 1847 with that 
of any subsequent issues—1869-’70, or the de- 
partments of 73, or those gems of the en- 
graver’s, printer’s, and designer’s art, the 
newspaper and periodicals of 1875-’85—ard 
what do they show us? That we are steadily 
advancing in philatelic art, if in no other, and 
that each is an improvement on the last issue.

The relation philately bears to the study of 
languages is an important feature of the sci- 
ence or study of stamps. We find the name 
of the country and the value of its coinage in 
Native letters and Arabic 
numerals are found upon the stamps of many 
countries, including Montenegro, Bulgaria, 
Servia, and Russia. There are countries em- 
ploying both native and Roman letters and 
numerals, such as China and Japan, Labiau, 
Egypt, Roumelia, and Turkey, and some of 
the native Indian and Oriental States. Native 
churacters only are employed upon the 
stamps of Persia and Afghanistan. 

By these various inscriptions the collector 
learns the name of the country in the native 
tongue as well as the money and its equiva- 
lent in our coin.

The money value of a collection of postage 


stamps is notto be forgotten. Stamps are 
sold by dealers and collectors at prices rang- 
ing from one cent to many dollars each. Per- 
haps, three to five hundred varieties can be 
purchased for a few dollars. The mere size 
of a collection, however, is no very commend- 
able thing. A long purse, without any great 
amount of industry or intelligence, can se- 
cure a la collection. But to possess a ju- 
dicious collection, even if not including many 
rare or costly specimens, so as to give arnuse- 
ment and instruction, isa most worthy ambi- 
tion. 

One of the most curious spectacles in the 
worid is the little market or bourse for the 
sale of stamps, heid every Thursday and Sun- 
day afternoons in one of the avenues of the 
Champs Elysées. It is a curious collection of

There is nothing else thought of, nothing 
else done by the hundred persons, More or 
less, who meet one another once a week with 
conscientious regularity. They scan blank 
books of all sizes, often yellow with age, in 
their hands and in their pockets. 

The passion for stamp collecting is perhaps 
more potent in Paris than any other city of 
the world. There are fifty wholesale mer- 
chants in Paris who have a central place of 
business, and sometimes branch offices in dif- 
ferent parts of the city. They issue 
catalogues with prices attached, so that 
every one learns what he is buying 
and what he hus to pay. The stamps are 
usually arranged on large cards, scrupulously 
assorted and kept in cases, which are placed 
on shelves along the walk. On each side isa 
counter. The interior of the place bears a 
striking resemblance to a music store, Enter 
one of these shops, no matter at what hour 
of the day, and you find the counters lined 
with persons, whose appeararce is more 
or less eccentric, scrutinizing with 
critical air the contents of the cases 
open before them, from which they 
select here and there. The wholesale mer- 
chant has agents who supply the retail deal- 
ers, who are in most cases the tobacconists, a 
class of persons (the trade in tobacco is a 
government monopoly) numbering several 
thousands. This will give an idea of the 
extent of the trade. The agents pass at regu- 
lar intervals, leaving with the tobacconists to 
be sold on commission cards containing each 
two or three dozen stamps. 

The tobacconists aiso keep on sale the col- 
lections of no particular value made by chil- 
dren or necessitous persons who hope thereby 
to gala afew sous. The collectors of this 
kind are innumerable, and include your 
concierge, the children of the landlord 
of your hotel, the children of your grocer, 
and half your chance acquaintances. In 
many cases the petitions for stamps take the 
form of a mild persecution. Stauips ‘collected 
in this way are sold cheap, it being no un- 
usual thing to see cards containing fifty Jap- 
anese stamps offered at the shop door for 25

cents, or envelopes containing a hundred as- 
sorted stamps, warranted genuine, for 50 
cents. The prices of stamps that are difficult 
to obtain or are very rare range at high 
prices. 

Second only in importance to stamps them- 
selves is the literature pertaining to them, in 
the views of philatelists. So numerous are 
these that the collector who desires to keep 
abreast with the latest developments in mat- 
ters pertaining to stamp collectimg must 
devote considerable time, space, and 
money to bis philatelic library. The 
most rapid growth in this line has occurred 
within the last few years, though stamp papers 
were published as early as the 60's in this 
country and even earlierin London, About 
1863 the first journal devoted to the “ litera- 
ture of postage stamps appeared in Bel- 
gium. It was a monthly publication, La Tim- 
bre Poste. The first stamp paper started here 
was the Philatelic Journal of America. 

In the United States alone there are in the

SUN SPOTS AND EARTH STORMS. 


Arctic Explorers Who Will Investigate 
Their Magnetic Connection. 

New York Sun: Dr. M. A. Veeder of Lyons, 
N. Y., long a student of magnetic phenomena, 
has induced three important arctic expedi. 
tions—those of Lieut. Peary, Dr. Nansen, and 
Jackson and Harnsworth—to make special 
observations of the aurora borealis in the far 
north, Albert H. Armitage of the Jackson 


and . Harnsworth expedition will also 
make record of magnetic observations 
during a prolonged stay in Franz 


Josef Land. Dr. Veeder has set in motion not 
only these concerted plans of observation, but 
has received the records of observations made 
by correspondents in nearly all parts of the 
civilized globe. Records have been obtained 
from the steppes of Siberia, from 
Greenland, Iceland, Hudson Bay, Tasmania, 
New Zealand, and from every land where the 
aurora is known, while words of interest and 
encouragement have come from. regions 
where the aurora is seldom if ever seen. 

Dr. Veeder expects from this collection of 
records a mass of systematized information 
that will be of great value to astronomy and 
to physics in general, and that may reduce 
the principles that lie behind the business of 
Weather Prophet Dunn to an exact science. 
Some of the results thus far obtained have 
been described ina series of articles issued 
by the Rochester Academy of Science, to 
which Dr. Veeder belongs, and before which 
he has set forth his theory as to magnetic 
manifestations. 

Dr. Veeder finds that auroral displays and 
thunder-storms have an important relation to 
the spots on the sun. The auroral displays 
occur at intervals of about twenty-seven and 
a quarter days. This corresponds to the time 
of the rotation of the sun upon its axis as 
viewed froin the earth, which is, of course, 
advanced in its orbit in the same direction as 
that in which the sun turns upon its axis. If 
the surface of the sun be imagined as divided 
into twenty-seven parts, like the sections of 
an orange, itis possible, says Dr. Veeder, to 
learn from records long and carefully kept 
just where each of these sections was 
situated with relation to the earth on 
any given date. The number and size of the 
spots in each of these sections at given dates 
are also to be learned from the records. In 
this way it has been found that such sections 
of the sun as are marked with many and per- 
sistent spots are invatiably just coming into 
view by rotation whenever there is an aurora. 
The aurora. however, is not invariably seen 
when a spotted section of the sun bears such 
relation to the earth, but sometimes, instead, 
thunder-storms seem to take its place, and 
when thunder-stormsdo not replace the ex- 
pected aurora electrical earth currents disturb 
the telegraph lines and itate the compass. 
These facts, argues Dr. Veeder, show that the 
influence of the sun spots is magnetic. 

He hopes by means of observations taken 
all over the world to show thatin the case of 
the aurora there is a concentration of etfectin 
a particular direction from the sun and upon 
particular parts of the earth. Already evi- 
dence has been obtained of the geographical 
distribution of the aurora in the case of nota- 
ble outbreaks, well seen over wide areas. The 
most practical outcome hoped from all this 
study and observation is the development of 
a relation between the sun spots and that very 
commonplace, every day matter, the weather. 
The establishment of this relation, Dr. Veeder 
hopes, may piace meteorology among the ex- 
act sciences, He declares that there are re- 
arrangements of the distribution of the at- 
mosphere in certain years in such fashion as 
to affect the weather of whole seasons. 
These rearrangements are related to auroral 
conditions, and this he takes as proof that the 
disturbances upon the surface of the sun may 
control the conditions of our atmosphere in a 
way not hitherto expected. In other words, 
he hopes to.prove that the popular belief of a 
relation between the weather and the spots on 
the sun has scientific foundation. 

Beyond that possibility lies the more fanci- 
ful possibility of an almanac that shall fore- 
tell the weather as almanacs of today foretell 
eclipses, occultations, and transits, although 
Dr. Veeder does not lend his countenance to 
Hedoes, however, vent- 
ure the conjecture that megnetic influences 
proceeding from. the sun may not only cause 


magnetic phenomena in the earth’s atmos- 
phere, but influence the whole solar systen 
and perhaps keep the planets in motion.

That persistent peet which threatens to 
choke to deatb the grain industry of the 
Northwest, the Russian thistle, has maae its 
appearance in Northern Illinois. G. E. Mor- 
row, President of the Board of Direction of 
the Agricultural Experiment Station of the 
University of Illinois, notified the public 
through Tux Tripune a few days ago that he 
considered the discovery of the greatest im- 
portance, and advised a war to the death 
against the invader. In this State it is said 
the weed has so little foothold that individual 
action will be sufficient for keeping it down.

The color is a dark green ap- 
proaching blue, striped with red, giving the 
entire thistle a crimson _ tint. single, 
reen, stemless flower grows in 
a cup-shaped depression formed by are 
bases of the leaves. leaves are 
small, but each of the numerous braaches 
bears a multitude of them and each one of 
the multitude is pointed witha sharp, sting- 
ing barb. 

A single plant of average size and weighing 
two or three pounds at maturity, when dry, 
is catimnted to bear from 20,000 to 30,000 
seeds. Single plants have been found six 
feet in diameter, weighing about twenty 
‘pounds when thoroughly dry and estimated 
to bear 200,000 seeds. At maturity the 
heaviest and strongest parts ot the plant are 
the seedbearmg twigs. The inner branches 
receive little of the wear incident to tumbli 
about and are only sufficiently ‘strong to hol 
the plant together. 

With the first touches of autumn frost the 
plant, all except the seed, dies and breaks off 
from the root. Then the rounded mass of 
fiber, seed, and barb starts on a wild whirli- 
gig. flying before the violent prairie winds, 
rolling, jumping, and tumbling like a sensate 
and maddened creature, and unless held cap- 
tive in some cornfield or fence-corner infests 
each rod of earth with which it comes in con- 
tact with its prolific germ. The seed is in- 
closed ina paper-like sheath, and together 
with this is loosely held in place by numerous 
twisted hairs, so that it is not readily shaken 
loose from the plant. The thistle may con- 
sequently roll about all winter and still re- 
tain some of its seed until the following 
spring. i 

Another mode of distribution, like that of 
its or.ginal introduction into America, is t 
of impure seed. The thistle seed is frequently 
carried in barley and oats when these grains 
are not properly cleansed. It is said to have 
been found in wheat to some extent during 
the last year, and it is often carrried by 
thrashing machine from one locality to an- 
other, 

The railroads are one of the most promi- 
nent factors in the transportation of the seeds 
over long distances. The government author- 
ities claim there is every evidence that they 
are often carried to uninfected regions in the 
bedding or litter of stock cars. These cars

In five years it 
had taken rootin the counties north, east,

feasted the southern tier of counties in North 
Dakota, had entered Minnesota, and proceed- 
ed west tothe Missouri River. In 1890 it 
jumped south across the wide stretch of the 
Missouri, and the followimg season traversed 
the fields of Northeastern Nebraska, sowing 
disaster in its path. Since that time the weed 
has been steadily spreading until now all of 
the counties of South Dakota east of the Mis- 
sour River, twenty counties in North Dakota, 
two countiesin Western Minnesota, and four 
in Northeastern Nebraska are thor- 
oughly infested. Altogether this makes 
one almost continuous area of 
about 35,000 square miles more or less cov 
ered with the Ruygsian thistle in the compara 
tively brief period of twenty years, In addi 
tion it has made its appearance in many iso 
lated localities along the railroads as far west 
as Denver, Colo., south to Kansas and thr 
southern border of Nebraska, east as far as 
Madison and Whitewater., Wis., Hammond, 
Ind., and at two points in Illinois, Polo and 
St. Charles, the latter in Kane County. The 
Secretary of Agriculture reports that the 
rapidity with which the Russian thistie has 
— both in infesting new territory and in 
thoroughly covering that already infested, far 
exceeds that of any other weed known in 
America. Few cultivated plants even. which 
are intentionally introduced and intentionaily 
disseminated, have a record for rapidity of 
distribution equal to that of this weed. It 
already has caused dumage to the estimated 
amouct of several million dollars. 

The plant is known in North Dakota as the 
Russian cactus. It is neither a thistle nora 
cactus, and is not even closely related to 
either of these groups of plants. The tech- 
nical neme by which it is known to scientists 
of ail countries is ealsola kali tragus.

accepted, however, by all who are familiar 
with the plant. When the first specimens 
were received by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture they were supposed to be 
the common saltwart (salsola kali) of the At- 
lantic coast, and were so described in several 
botanical publications. More careful exami- 
nation soon showed this to be an error, as the 
salsola kali hae been known along the eastern 
coast from Massachusetts to Georgia for 
nearly a century and has never developed 
into a troublesome weed. 

In May and June the seeds germinate, 
each sending up ona slender red stem two 
narrow green leaves about an inch long and 
— similar to shoots of grass. Between 

lea ves a short stem soon appears 
bearing slender spine-tipped leaves which 
later produce branches in their axils. These 
young shoots are tender and juicy, and are 
accepted as food by all classes of farm cattle, 
hogs, in particular, eating them greedily. 
But after the plant becomes tough no animal 
will toueh it. 

Its botanical analysis, briefly given, is as 
follows: Herbaceous, annual, branching from 
the base, usually densely bushy at maturity, 
leaves alternate without stcms. long, spiny 
pointed, and with narrow margine near 
base, usually striped with red, as are the 
’ stems; flowers minute, at the bases of the

The width is much 
greater, being four or five feet, some large 
thistles bemg six feet across. The shape is 
that of a sphere much flattened on the upper 
and lower sides. It forms a dense, prickly 
mass usually capable of filing a space four 
or five feet square. The 

branches are eo dense that it is impossible to 
pass the hand to the center of the plant. It

but after unloading they are seldom cleaned 
at these places. They are sent with the litter 
and seeds to various shipping points, where 
they are cleaned if the amount of the dirt or 
the nature of the cargo demands it. Rolling 
plants are sometimes blown into the trucks 
under the cars and into crevices in machinery 
and are thus carried about the county. 

The Russian thistle grows best on high, 
dry soil, but it does not despise a fvot- 
hold in earth of any character. itis sel- 
dom seen in sloughs or lowlands, but they 
grow ou sand banks in the Missouri 
River, where the land isso often submerged 
that other weeds do not flourish, Some 
thistles at Ellendale, N. D., growigg on the 
bank of an irrigating ditch, their roote almost 
in the water. made a larger and more vigor- 
ous growth during the dry season of 1891 
than apy othersin the dry soil about them. 
In fact the character of the soil appears to be 
a matter of indifference to the thistle; it 
grows équally well in the alkali districts or in 
the soil free from alkali. 

It does not take root on the wild prairie, 
but the seed lies in ambush in the grass; 
when the farmer turns over the ground in his 
fall breaking the unsuspected enemy obtains 
a footing, the following spring it sprouts and 
an abundant crop of thistles crowds every 
thing else from the field. 

It springs up along the old trails, by the 


roadsides, and in, any place where the prairie- 


sod has been worn off or broken up. It takes 
full possession and drivés out the tenacious 
sunflower, golden rod, rag weed, yellow fire, 
pusley shoe string.“ and all other indigenous 
weeds. It flourishes in dry weather, some of 
the largest specimens having been obtained 
in arid seasous. 


The most serious damage done by the 


thistles is among the small grains, they grow 
up in enormous bunches and crowd out the 
wheat, oats, flax, or whatever has been sown. 
Patches of thistles ten feet square may be 
seen scattered all through a wheat field; in 
harvesting horses will not walk through these 
thickets unless their legs are protected 
in some manner. The thistle is particularly 
ruinous to crops planted late in 
the spring, or checked by early drought; 
the thistle, growing at its best in dry weather,

pushes up and crowds or starves out many of 
the weakened plants, and the grade of those 
that survive is seriously lowered. The crops 
of 93 in many flax fields and some wheat 
land was left standing as not worth harvest- 
ing. This year the injury is much more se- 
vere. A collector for a Chicago implement 
house reports a large acreage of small gra?ns 
in South Dakota and Nebraska that has been 
abandoned by the owners on account of the 
thistles usurping the entire, territory. He 
says he has seen many fields of millet of 
which the intruder has taken complete pos- 
session. As millet is grown to feed cattle, 
any amount of thistle ruins it for that pur- 


pose. 

The smallest amount of damage is done to 
corn and potatoes for two reasons; one is that 
the thistles can be plowed up in cultivating 
these products, and the other that these plants 
are nearly mature before the thistles attain a 
large size. But even these plants fail to pro- 
duce their highest product when infested by 
the thistles and the amount of labor is greatly 
increased. : 

They cause great difficulty in running har- 
vesting machinery. In many places binders 
cannot be operated at all and even headers 
are used with extreme trouble. The large, 
rigid weeds interfere with plowing and con 
tinually clog harrows and cultivators, 

They offer a serious menace to farmers’ 
buildings and other property during prairie 
fires for, being ignited from the burning 
grass, the wind carries them across fire breaks 
which would otherwise be sufficient protection 
to buildings or stacks. 

It was hoped for some years by persons in 
authority that the Russian thistle might die 
out naturally, but the facts indicate no such 
possibility. In Bonhomme County, where 
they have been growing for twenty years, the 
thistles are as destructive now as they ever 
have been, and are as abundant and large as 
in any portion of the infected district, Nearly

some, 

An intelligent farmer of Knox County, 
Neb., relates the story of what he believes 
to be the first thistle that invaded 
his farm. He. noticed what he thought 
to be a tumble-weed blowing 
through his young orchard. Owing to its 
unus al size and something in its appearance 
different from the orainary he stepped out 
when it had blown near his house, picked it 
up and, perceiving it to bea thistle, burnt it 
and thought no more of the circumstance

the line that the thistle had followed through 
the orchard a string of thistles grew up. e 
had them cut down and fed to the hogs be. 
fore the plants matured. This wasin 1892. 
In that year they got a start in a young grove 
and in 1893 came up thick all through it. 
at first despaired of arrestin 
progress, but finally decide 
fence the grove and turn his 
hogsin. This plan proved effectual and not 
a vestige of the annoying pant was left. 
This past season he has succeeded by the most 
strenuous efforts in keeping them off his 
place, instructing his men to watch for them 
continually and to pull up the young plants 
whenever discovered. But as this method of 
procedure must de followed each year. on ac- 
count of their growing on adjacent land, and 
as they will continue each year to blow over 


and seed his farm, their eradication involves 


great expense and labor. 

Apparently the only remedy for this pest is 
annihilation. The Agricultural Department 
of the government is puzzied to know how 
thiscan be accomplished. The only prac- 
tical aid given by the General Government 
has been in the way of pub.ications issued by 
the government. Two special bulletins have 
been published and press notices have -been 
sent out indicating new localities where the 
weed has appeared and suggesting methods 
toward the eradication of the Russian thistle 
for its extermination. 

The last publication, Bulletin 15, suggeste 
the following: 

‘REMEDIES. 


The plant isan annual, easily killed at any 
time during the growing season; it produces no 
seed before the middle of August or Ist of Sep- 
tember, and the seed is short-lived. It therefore 
offers — favorable opportunities for 
being checked or even exterminated. For any 
effective measures, however. the two following 
principles must be rigidly adhered to: 

1. No Russian thistie should be allowed to 
produce seed. 

2. There must be concerted action throughout 
all the infested area. 

If the Russian thistles. wherever found, should 
be killed before they produce seed during three 
successive years, the pest. would in all proba- 
bility be completely exterminated. If the plants 
are destroyed over local areas, even throughout 
townships, counties, or entire States, and all,, wod 
to grow beyond the boundary lines comparative- 
ly little advantage will be gained, for the rolling 
tumbleweeds will soon reseed the area cleared. 

As a consequence of the lack of concerted ac- 
tion over large areas no remedies have been found 
thoroughly effectual. Farmers who have tried to 
keep the weed from growing on their lands have 
so far succeeded in some instances that their 
crops have been little injured, butithas cost a 
great dealin extra labor and they have been 
compelled to fight it every year because of s 
blown in from adjacent areas. The farmer who 
has nct attempted todrive the weed from his 
farm has sustained immense damage to his crops, 
rma some cases has been driven from the farm 
itself. 

REMEDIES IN CULTIVATED FIELDS. 


Wheat and other spring crops should be sowed 
as early as possible on well-prepared land. so 
that the crop may get a vigorous start and shade 
the ground before the weeds germinate. The 
wheat may then be cut early, when there is less 
danger that the thistle plants will be large 
enough to cause trouble in the hafvest field. Tr 
such a plan is followed, this and many otber 
weeds growing in the stubble may be destroyed 
before they produce seed. 

The land should be plowed as soon as possible 
after the wheat is cut, and if it cannot be plowed 
before the lst of September, the stubble should 
be burned. The thistie is still rather juicy in 
August and burns with difficulty, so that itis 
advisable to mow the stubble and let it dry a few 
days first. In this connection the importance of 
using a header in harvesting the grain is empha- 
sized, as the greater amount of stubbie leit by 
this process furnishes material for a more thor- 
ough burning. The land should be plowed or 
the stubble burned immediately after harvesting 
a crop of barley, rye, or oats. ’ 


There is at present no organized effort to 


wipe the pest out of existence. Farmers who 
succeed in keeping them from their fields 
permit them to grow at will on the edges of 
plowed land and in the roads, They fill up 
the fresh breakings, the fence corners, and 
the fire-breaks. Along the railroad grades 
they are encroaching with a rapidity that im- 
plies full possession for the thistles and a 
neglect of the weed law by the railroad cor- 
porations. 

Both North and South Dakota have enacted 
laws to prevent the spréad of the Russian 
thistle, but it appears to belong to the class 
of evils that cannot be legislated out 
of existence. When a -landowner fails 
to destroy the weed on his roperty 
the overseer of highways is instructed to have 
the task performed and to levy a tax upon the 
land to reimburse the county. The laws of 
North Dakota are similar. These laws are 
seldom complied with, however, except in the 
cases of the more progressive farmers, who 
destroy the thistles not because the law di- 
rects it but because their own interests de 
mand it. 

The only effective manner in which to op- 
pose the tbistle seems to be to hoe it down 
before it matures. To p!ow it under after the 
seeds ripen is worse than useless, as the farm- 
er only perpetuates the curse in his own soll. 
If raked with a horse-rake or cut by a reaper 
some seed will be left to continue the work. 
Even burning over the soil does not effect a 
complete eradication. 

Many farmers of the Northwest believe the 
thistle cannot be exterminated. Some farms 
are entirely abandoned to it, the owners giv- 
ing up in despair. But more conservative 
men maintain, while it will be necessary to 
wage a continual battle with the plant, a 
vigilant and energetic farmer will be able to 
control it, although they acknowledge it 
brings certain ruin to a careless one. 

Whatever the future of the Russian thistle 
in America may be, it means an enormous 
amount of additional labor for the already 
overworked farmer of the West. Any effec- 
tive resistance depends upon the industry and 
perseverance of the men who have the pest to 
contend with. Thousands of tumbling thistles 
will blow over the plains this fall, and it can- 
not be too emphatically urged upen the hus- 
bandmen of the Northwest that the future 
grain product of the principal wheat-growing 
areas depends upon their organized effort to 
expel this menacing weed. 


Colored Clerks in Stores. 


A negro of considerable prominence in the City 
of Washington has recently made the proposition 
to the colored residents that if they would pledge 
themselves to buy goods or groceries at any one 
store he would see that they should have colored 
clerks to wait on them. He cites, in support of 
the advantage of this, that one large dry goods 
establishment in the city has siveade engaged a 
colored clerk as a bid for the colored custom, 
and maintains that this scheme will result in 
double — because the colored residents will 
have better service and some of their people will 
have an opportunity for better employment.

| POR PROLONGING HUMAN LIFE. 


End Toward Which Man Must Direct Sei- 
entific Research in the Future. 

All that a man hath, will he give for his life. 

This thought has found expression in vari- 
ous phrases through all time. The wisdom 
of this age has added much life. These bodies 
are cared for purticularly in externals as 
never before. Hygienic and sanitary measures 
are constantly being improved and perfected. 
We have, however, much to learn land apply 
before life in the body will yield all that it 
has in store for us. There are chemical laws 
relating to the livmg organism of which we 
are ignorant, writes Dr. . A. MeLellan in 
the Bridgeport, Conn., Standard, There are 
chemica! needs which the body has at differ- 
ent periods of life for its integrity with which 
we are not wholly familiar. and in the causes 
which precede and accompany decay we yet 
stand in the shadow of a great ignorance. 
Here is the ground upon which science is to 
gather her forces and do battle for truth and 
life, 

The subject of life preservation is a larg 
one and can be viewed from chemical, phys- 
ical, and meata!' standpoints; but it is only 
the purpose at this time to inquire into one 
item from the chemical side—namely: water. 
Does water in its natural conditions and or- 
dinary purity contain substances which are 
deleterious, and their accumulation in the sys- 
tem iinpair tissue and function? | 

Is there a form of water that can be used 
that is free from such injurious substances 
and the use of which will assist in removing 
substances already accumulated? 

To both of these queries some thoughtful 
men in these days are giving an affirmative 
answer, 


An analysis of water shows, beside the or- | 


ganic impurities which it may contain, a more 
or less constant constituency of inorganic sub- 
stances. These are dissolved out of the earth 
by the action of the water and, being held in 
solution, are taken into the system with the 
water used. The chief of these inorganic con- 
stituents is lime, and it is believed that this 
substance accumu.ates in the system and as- 
sists in bringing about those changes charac. 
teristic of advanced life. That this accumula- 
tion of lime with other substances obtained 
from the iood and deposited in the various tis- 
sues takes the place of normal tissue and 
gives rigidity tothe system. Muscles tose 
elasticity, ligaments and tendons become 
thickened, nerve tissue loses sensibility, and 

ne walls of blood vessels become thickened, 

heir lumen les-ened, and nutrition impaired. 

The eye, by changes in ite essential tissues 
and by lessened sensibility, has its function 
impaired, and the ear suffers in like manuer. 
In early life the earthy substances are neces- 
sary (or the building up and solidifying of the 
skeleton, but, this accomplished, their aceu- 
mulution in the system works destruction. 
We have been accustomed to think of these 
changes as the result of old age, but we are 
beginning to ask if these changes sre not the 
cause of old age rather than the consequence, 
and are looking for some method for their 
prevention. 

Dr. De Laer Evans of London has published 
a book on How to Prolong Life.“ In it he 
gives elaborate tables, showing the constitu- 
ency of ordinary foods, and suggesting a vari- 
ety of foods which may be eaten with safety, 
and also those to be avoided. Dr. Evans be- 
lieves that tne free use of distilled water would 
be followed by relief from some of the diseased 
conditions which have hitnerto proved intract- 
able to treatment. This theory is worthy the 
attention of ali physicians and scientists who 
desire to place medicine upon a a true seien- 
tific basis. The use of disti:iled water has al. 
ready been tested in the treatment of rheu- 
matism and diseases of the kidneys with sat- 
isfactory results. From experience already 
obtained its use seems destined to play an 
important part in the therapeutical measures 
of the future. 

From its solvent properties it is believed 
that it will remove the earthy deposits in the 
system, and in any case will prevent their ac- 
cumulation.’ So great are the solvent proper- 
tire of distilled water that it will 1 —— 
small quantities of substance of a glass or 
earthenware vessel in which it is condensed. 
It should be drank freely when the stomach 
is empty. on rising in the morning and before 
going to bed. The time may come when the 

rinking of undistilled water wil! be consid. 
ered a filthy habit. I think that a knowledge 
of the chemistry ot the body at the different 
periods of life, and the food necessary at such 
periods, and the chemical treatment of disease 
will constitute the next step in the progress of 
medicine. ? 

According to Dr. Evans old age, as we ob- 
serve it, is the result of the disposition within 
the organism of substauces from food and 
drink supplied, and may be changed and life 
be greatly lengthened and perfected. If man 
is the fruit of this planet, not to be succeeded 
by a higher organism or species, we may ex- 
pect the perfecting of this organism and bow 
in harmony with nature’s methods, that the 
intelligence evolved should discover means 
and e by which life might be pro- 
onged. 

If science will turn her searchlight in this 
direction she may be able to perfect measures 
that may be the means of actually conquer- 
ing decay, and thus show— 

Conclusively and clearly

Tue fate of the two men who robbed the 
conductor of a freight train in this county 
night before last and murdered a special of- 
ficer of the road is not one which will en- 
courage the business of train robbery in 
Northern Illinois.

Tur window glass manufacturers of Pitts- 
burg and their employés have come to an 
agreement as to the extent of the wage cut 
which should be made on account of the re- 
duced protection of the new tariff. One side 
said it should be 30 per cent and the other 
that it should be 15. They have compromised 
on 20. Thus the triumph of the Democrats 
in 1892 and their attempt, incomplete though 
it is, to carry out the free trade pledges of 
their platform have cost the men employed in 
these glass works one-fifth of their old wages.

They know now that if 
protection is diminished still more next year 
or the year after wages will have to come 
down proportionately. Therefore they cannot 
be caught by any silly talk about Democratic 
policies giving them cheap foreign goods with- 
out impairing their protection wages. They 
have been through the mill, and they know 
that it cannot be done, 


THE PEOPLE’S PARTY OF COOK COUNTY. 

The Socialists, Populists, Single-Taxers, 
American Railway Unionists, and Laborites 
have held a county convention and nominated 
candidates. As they took effective measures 
to prevent an inrush of City Hail heelers they 
had a peaceful, harmonious gathering, much 
to the regret of Mayor Hopkins and the Dem- 
ocratic bosses. 

Besides nominating candidates the conven- 
tion adopted a platform setting forth the 
plans of the party and telling the voters what 
they may expect if that party gets the con- 
trol of the State and Federal Government. 
From this platform one learns that the 
People's party is the party of humanity.“ 
One learns also that it is the only organiza- 
tion that can act with a courage, determina- 
tion, intelligence, and patriotism upon which 
the people can rely.“ Those who are familiar 
with the personnel of the convention will find 
it hard to believe these statements. 

The financial wisdom of the delegates was 
summed up in the following words: 

We believe that silver should be immeaiately 
remonetized on a ratio of 16 to 1 with gold, in- 
dependent ofthe action of any and all other 
governments. Any government able to take all 
the silver in the world and give up products in 
payment for it will maintain the parity of the 
two metals. 

In the first place silver has not been de- 
monetized. Probably every member of the 
convention handles daily silver or its paper 
equivalent and knows that its purchasing 
power and its debt-paying power are equal to 
those of gold. There is over half a billion of 
silver in use in this country, doing the work 
ofanequal quantity of gold, though worth 
intrinsically only half as much. If there is 
any government which can take up the bill- 
ions of silver in the world and pay for it with 
products the Populists should name it. This 
country would be bankrupted were it to at- 
tempt anything of the kind. It has not the 
products. 

There is no country strong enough to stand 
the free coinage of a ratio of 16 to 1 even of 
the world’s yearly product of silver, to say 
nothing of its accumulated stock. Were the 
United States to try it it would come down at 
once to a depreciated silver 50-cent dollar 

basis, and how would that benefit the wage- 
workers or other residents of Cook County? 
The convention did not try to explain, though 
asked in advance to do so. It did not try to 
prove how it would be an advantage for the 
workingman to-have the purchasing power of 
every dollar he has saved up cut in twoin the 
middie or how he will be benefited by some- 
thing which will double prices but will not 
double wages to correspond. 

But the platform goes further than 50-cent 
dollars. It holds out to the workingmen the 
prospect of a dollar which will have no more 
purchasing power than a scrap of waste paper 
picked up in the street. The Omaha platform 
of the People’s party 1s indorsed. That valls 
for fiat shinplasters which aré to be loaned 
out at 2 per cent per annum on the ware- 
housed products or on the lands of farm- 
ers. If gold and silver should be displaced 
by this nominal money to which the candi- 
dates of the convention are pledged the work- 
ingmen would find themselves in a curious 
predicament. They would be at a loss how to 
fix a wage scale when it was out of the ques- 
tion for them to tell how much they could 
buy with one of the new-fangled dollars, 

After exhausting the beauties of Populism 
the platform glides easily into State social- 
ism. According to Rogers of the American 
Railway Union, who was one of the delegates, 
what we are starting out to do, if I under- 
stand it correctly, is to turn upside down our 
whole industrial system.“ This was greeted 
with cheers. After providing for the upsetting 
of the monetary system with 50-cent dollars 
anc fiat scrip, the industrial system is at- 
tacked by an indorsement of “the principle 
of the collective ownership by the people of 
all such means of production and distribution 
as the people elect to operate for the com- 
monwealth.”’ 

The means of production are the land, 
which produces crops, and the factories and 
mills with their machinery, which produce 
goods. The means of distribution are the rail. 
roads and the steamboats, and also those 
stores, large and small, where the consumer 
gets the results of the labor of the producer. 
When these means are taken out of the hands 
of the private individuals and corporations 
they are in now and placed in those of the 
State the present system of individualism will 
be replaced by State socialism, with the un- 
derstanding that the men who were the dele. 
gates to Friday’s convention will be among 
those who will govern the country under the 


new order of things. The United States will 


have to depend on their wisdom, experience, 
and moderation for good government. The 
prospect is not an alluring one. 

Free coinage, fiat scrip, and State socialism 
are the tenets of the candidates of the People’s 
party of this county. The sooner they be- 
gin to explain the workings of them to the 
men for whose votes they are gomg to ask 
the better. Let there be no glittering gener- 
alities, no empty talk about wage slaves” 
and “ plutocratic monopolists, but a lucid 
explanation—if one can be given—of the ad- 
vantages of 50-cent dollars and of dollars 
which are worth nothing, or next to it, and of 
the suppression of individualism and its re- 
placement by the State socialistic peniten- 
tiary and poorhouse system. 


SINEWS OF WAR IN THE EAST. 

The report that the Chinese and the Japa- 
nese Governments have tried to borrow money 
in Europe indicates the taking of an advance 
step in civilization in the far East. Hitherto 
the best approved Oriental method of obtain- 
ing money for government use has been 
somewhat similar to that prevailing in Eu- 
rope up to a few centuries ago, and which 
certain self-styled reformers are anxious to 
see substituted for current civilized usages. 
It is to make a forced loan on those reputed 
to be wealthy. The men believed to be cap- 
italists are invited to contribute to the 
National Treasury, and they dare not say 
„No“ if they have the money. It is for this 
reason that banks of deposit are not 
popular in the Orient. They would 
furnish to the rulers, big or little, 
too much means of information as to the 
wealth of the citizen who is better off than 
the average. Hence the favorite method of 
retaining possession of the surplus over what 
it is believed to be safe to use in ornamenta- 
tion of the house or person is to bury it in the 
ground. Andinasmuch as a stated large 
value can be handled much more easily as 
gold than in the shape of silver the bigger ac- 
cumulations are of gold when that can be 
procured without attracting so much notice 
as to defeat the intention of secrecy. This 
statement may not accord with the popular 
idea here, but it agrees with the hints 
dropped bysome shrewd observers who have 
mingled with the peoples of Asia in or near 
their own homes, Undoubtedly the aggregate 
of these buried hordes of gold is a very large 
one, 
itThe New York Bulletin says that China 
has already been resorting to the more 
thoroughly Asiatic method of making requisi- 
tions on the local provincial governments for 
extra contributions on account of the war.“ 
If this process of squeezing has begun thus 
early in the contest the fact will furnish ad- 
ditional reasons for secrecy on the part of 
holders and render them unwilling to admit 
that they have any money to lend their gov- 
ernment, even by the purchase of bonds, if 
those should be offered to natives. So it 
would seem that China must obtain from 
abroad any and all money that is not got by 
the forcing process at home, and the knowl- 
edge of this may act as a reason for unwilling- 
ness on the part of European capitalists to 
take the loan on security given by the mer- 
chant class. They may argue that if those 
merchants are forced to give the security they 
might plead on the return of peace that the 
pledge was given under duress and therefore 
not morally binding upon them. 

It is not certain that this objection would 
weigh so heavily in regard to a Japanese loan. 
That country is more civilized than its bigger 
neighbor. Its people are more leavened with 
European ideas of pecuniary responsibility 
for debts incurred, and better could be trusted 
to pay. Indeed, it may be said to be not im- 
probable that the Japanese Government could 
place a large amount of its bonds at home, as 
it is said to have contemplated doing,in ad- 
dition to borrowing abroad. The men in 
Japan who have money could trust their gov- 
ernment to return it, and with interest, which 
cannot be said for the rich inhabitants of the 
Flowery Kingdom. 

So it may be supposed that Japan will have 
a much better command of the ‘“‘sinews of 
war in this contest than its overgrown op- 
ponent, unless the government of the latter 
in desperation should undertake a wholesale 
search for the precious metals and by appeals 
to torture force the richer natives to disclose 
the places where they have hidden their 
hoards. In this, as in other respects, the peo- 
ple more advanced in civilization will have an 

immense advantage over those who are léss 
so, and the fact may tell powerfully on the 
issue of the armed contest between them. 
ANIMAL PARASITES IN FOOD. 

Some of the numerous animal parasites 
which are swallowed in the food by human 
beings without knowing it were described in 
a recent lecture before the Sanitary League 
of Washingtoz by Dr. C. W. Stiles, zodlogist 
in the United States Department of Agricult- 
ure. Asmaäll beetle often found in soup is 
harmless in itself, but contains a little organ- 
ism which, on being taken into the system, 
develops into a thorntheaded worm which 
fastens itself to the wall of the digestive 
tract and absorbs nourishment through its 
outer surface. Pin worms are among the 
most common auimal parasites found in 
human beings. They may be obtained 
through solid food which has been handled by 
persons who are infected with them, or 
through unfiltered or wunboiled drinking 
water, or milk that has accidentally stood 
for a few minutes too near a contaminated 
water supply. | 

If mice are allowed to get into the bread 
box they scatter on the food microscopic par- 
asites. 
stage the broad Russian tapeworm, which is 
the largest parasite found in man, often grow- 
ing to a length of thirty-two teet. About one 
person in every eight in certain European 
cities has been found infested with the ordi- 
nary lumbricoid worm, the eggs of which 
they swallowed in drinking water. A thread 
worm lives in various parts of the body. Its 
embryos are so small thata large number 
may be found in a single drop of blood. A 
mosquito sucks some of this blood, the worms 
grow some while in its body, and are depos- 
ited with the eggs of the insect in water. In 
Egypt and some parts of Asia this is replaced 
by the guinea worm, the larva of which 
is found in minute  crustacea that in- 
habit the water. The fully developed guinea 
worm is a yard long, and lives under the skin, 
producing large swellings that are very pain- 
ful, and is supposed by some to be the fiery 
serpent that afflicted the children of Israel 
in the wilderness. The eaters of beef in any 
form run the risk of swallowing the small 
bladder-like structure, resembling a bit of 
fat, which is the cyst of the beef measle tape- 
worm, and the eater of half-cooked pork is 
menaced with the swallowing of the still more 
dangerous pork measle tapeworm, besides 
the much dreaded trichina, of which as many 
as 350,000 may live in a single pound of 
meat. The most dangerous’ animal parasite 
that man has is a so-called hydatid, which is 
the larval stage of a small tapeworm found in 
the dog. The eggs of this worm often get 
upon the eoat of the dog, thence to human 
hands, and from them to the human mouth. 
Then the person has become infected with the 
dreaded echinococcus, which develops in the 
liver, the lungs, the brain, or elsewhere, and 
the fact is not discovered till revealed by a 
post-mortem. The dog may have in his nose 
a parasite two to five inches long; in sniffing

| and licking your hand he deposits there some 


microscopic eggs of the pest. These if swal- 
lowed by transference to a subsequently eaten 
piece of bread develop into parasites that 
bore their way from the digestive tract to the 
liver, and the flea caught from the dog may 
carry into the human system the larva of a 
tapeworm that infests it. The list may be 
closed by a reference to the different 
kinds of animal fiukes which are 
found on vegetables and sometimes 
kill off thousands of animals and human 
beings when thé vegetable is eaten raw. The 
eaters of salads are in perpetual danger from 
this cause unless the materials have been 
thoroughly washed. 

Dr. Stiles gives the comforting. assurance 
that there is absolutely no danger of catching 
any of these parasites if the food be properly 
cooked, the drinking water be boiled or fil- 
tered, and dogs be prevented from becoming 
too intimate friends. Otherwise these and 
many other parasites may gain admission to 
the human system and do untold mischief 
there, even to the causing of death. The im- 
portance of seeing to it that food is 
thoroughly cooked before being eaten 
cannot de insisted on too strongly, 
but there is one point which seems 
to have escaped attention, if not passed by as 
unworthy of notice, It is that in the normally 
healthy human stomach most, if not all, of 
the parasitic matter that finds its way there 
is killed off by the action of the gastric juice, 
and thus is rendered innocuous, this being 
true even of the germs of such fearful diseases 
as cholera. But if the stomach be enfeebled, 
or if overloaded when healthy, some of the 
mischievous entities may find their way into 
the intestines beyond and thence into other 
parts of the system. Still, a knowledge of 
this fact, while reassuring, ought not to be 
sufficient to favor carelessness in eating or 
drinking, since there is no room to doubt that 
a large percentage of human mortality might 
be deferred for many years by proper atten- 
tion to what is taken into the stomach. 


PNEUMATIC DYNAMITE GUN TESTS. 

The teste made last week at Sandy Hook of 
a 15-inch pneumatic gun, throwing shells 
loaded with 200 pounds of nitrogelatine each, 
show a wonderful advance in accuracy of fir- 
ing over anything hitherto attained. Thespec- 
ifications of the contracts with the makers of 
these guns provide that eight shells, each car- 
rying 200 pounds of high explosives, were to 
be fired 3,500 yards, and that 60 per cent of 
the shots should be landed within a parallelo- 
gram 360 feet in length and 90 feet in width, 
this being the area in which the quantity of 
dynamite exploded would be fatal to.the war- 
ship which might be the object of the gun- 
ner’s attentions. 

To the astonishment of the ordnance offi- 
cers all the shots were thrown more than two 
miles and were planted in a space of about 
120 by 30 feet. More accurate firing than 
this cannot be asked for and it is not surpris- 
ing that one of the experts said after witness- 
ing these tests, With three such guns in po- 
sition New York. City is safe against the 
strongest navy afloat.” That inequality of 
performance which has caused the value of 
the pneuinatic gun to be distrusted seems to 
have been gotten rid of. If sp it becomes an 
offensive or defensive weapon of the first 
quality. 

These tests were successful in another re- 
spect. The specifications provided that the 
shells fired should be set so as to explode, not 
on touching the water, but two seconds after 
striking. The reason is that if a shell does 
not strike the vessel itself but the water very 
near it, it may have time to go under water 
to get at the weakest part of the ship when 
the explosion occurs. All the shells burst ex- 
actly on time. When one of them struck the 
water there was scarcely a spiash. A moment 
later the water rose in solid masses and the 
sound of a tremendous explosion was heard. 

Other tests were made to ascertain the ex- 
treme range of the pneumatic gun. Shells 
weighing about 300 pounds and carrying fifty 
pounds of nitrogelatine were thrown about 
four miles and planted within about thirty 
feet of each other. Shells carrying 300 
pounds of nitrogelatine were thrown over 
three miles with the same degree of accuracy, 
and a shell weighing 1,160 pounds, carrying 
500 pounds of explosive, was thrown 2,700 
yards. In all cases the shells went farther 
than was called for by the specifications. 

These tests go to show that the problem of 
thorough protection of the seaports of the 
United states at comparatively small expense 
has been solved, and that the naval officers of 
Europe will speak no more of the ease with 
which in the case of hostilities they could re- 
duce Boston, New York, and other seaboard 
cities to ashes. They will not fancy the idea 
of bringing their vessels within range of guns 
which are throwing with wonderful accuracy 
sheils stuffed with 200 pounds of nitrogela- 
tine, the highest form of explosive yet known.

HOUSING THE WORKING CLASS. 

With the growth of the cities in this country 
has come the gravest of problems—how to 
properly house the working classes. The tend- 
ency of the times is to urbanize, Cities are 
advancing proportionately in population far 
in excess to the agricultural districts. Even 
in easy times it is a serious question how this 
vast increase is to be housed, and it assumes 
far greater importance in these days when 
business is stagnant and the army of the idle 
is numbered by hundreds of thousands, 

But if the housing of workingmen and 
women is a matter so difficult of adjustment 
in American cities of 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 
inhabitants, how much more serious it be- 
comes in such an enormous center of popula- 
tion as London. The question received a 
thorough discussion ata recent meeting of 
the Congress of the British Institute for Pub- 
lic Health. Cardinal Vaughan, Bishop of 
London, spoke earnestly and at length upon 
the subject. Hesaid among other things: 

Civilization and the well-being of the poorer 
classes depended in a great measure upon their 
surroundings, and this was especially the case 
when they considered the bringing up of the 
children. It seemed that the present tendency of 
building great blocks of buildings in the centers 
of populauon for the housing of the working 
classes might be carried too far. The working 
classes should have the benefit of country life 
and of dwelling in theirown homes—in their own 
cottages. Public opinion should be directed as 
much as possible to the importance of spreading 
London out into the country,and making such 
arrangements by act of Parliament with the vari- 
ous railway companies to carry these working- 
men miles and miles out into the country at the 
lowest rate, and to have cottages built there for 
them. 

In half a century, it was shown by estimates 
presented, London will have a population 
anywhere from 12 to 17 millions, In the 
homes of the very poor, unless there is propez 
sanitation, are the hotbeds of zymotic dis. 
eases, which having obtained a foothold 
respect neither rank nor locality. It was 
stated by a delegate from Glasgow that in 
that city they had come to the view that 

Municipalittes ought, must, and in tneir case 


to a certain extent did possess the power to lay 
down the conditions under which land should be 


utilized. They looked for the salvation of Glas- 


gow in the future tothe municipality being in- 
vested with large and drastic powers for the con- 
trol of land within the city, and while they would 
not proceed in any arbitrary or tyrannical spirit 
they would lay down as an absolute necessity 
that the conditions at least of a healthy exist- 
ence must be guaranteed. 

The Bishop of London offered the following 
resolution, which was carried unanimously : 

That while the necessary provision of block

being pushed forward within the metropolis, it 
is desifable that every effort should be made to 


- increase the number of cottage dwellings in the 


more accessible suburbs of London and all other 
large towns in connection, especially, with the 


railway system. 


With a growth that makes it a marvel of 
the century, and with future possibijities as 
to population practically unlimited, it is well 
for Chicego to grapple with this problem now. 
Having such a vast suburban territory capa- 
ble of development, there is no need, should 
the subject receive proper treatment, that it 
will be a menace in the years to come. Our 
reformers should take heed of this matter, 


“JOHN BULL’S” EXPENDITURES. 

A writer in the Forum gives some interest- 
ing information about how Englishmen spend 
their inoney. The little kingdom of 121,115 
square miles, with a population of 38,500,- 
000, controls possessions aggregating 9,145,- 
328 square miles and 346,025,500 people. 
In addition to this enormous burden of for- 
eign responsibility England alone, with a 
population of 28,000,000, has almost one 
million persons enrolled as paupers, and a 
State Church worth in its own right more 
than half a billion dollars. The followimg are 
a few of the annual expenditures of John 
Bull“:

The total of these items is 2,950 million 
dollars, to which should be added several 
millions spent annually for the two amuse- 
ments of hunting and horse-rac ng. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer proposes to raise 
this year $478,745,000 for the past and pres- 
ent service of the State. The total expendi- 
tures named amount to nearly 3,500 million 
dollars, or more than the $3,355,214,210 of 
present indebtedness; and other items, in- 
cluding the support of nearly 250 other re- 
ligious denominations, will swell the aggre- 
gate to an average not far from $100 of an- 
nual expenditure for each of the thirty-eight 
millions of inhabitants of the British Islands. 
There are 5,452,316 depositors in the postal 
savings banks alone. They deposited a total 
of $114,255,155 during 1892, and at the 
close of that year the aggregate of their de- 
posits was $379,265,395, being an average 
of $10 per head of the entire population... 

In the time of Henry VIII. one-fifth of all 
the land in England was in the possession of 
the church. Much of it was then and had 
been since distributed »by royal favor and 
royal grants. Itis not generally known that 
only five out of more than five hundred of 
the oldest aristocratic families in England at 
the present time can trace direct descent 
through the male line to the fifteenth century. 
The great majority of Englishmen are ten- 
ants. There are 72 million acres of land in 
the United Kingdom, 50 millions of which 
are owned by 15,000 persons, and 30 mill- 
ions are owned by only 1,000 persons, this 
aristocratic thousand owning ftive-twelfths of 
all the land in Great Britain. The 
census returns for 1891 show that 
71.7 per cent of the population is 
urban, leaving only 28.3 per cent for 
occupancy of the land in the agricultural 
sense of the word, while in France the urban 
population is bet 35 per cent, and that of the 
rural districts 65 per cent. The average En- 
giishman—every man, woman, and child 
pays about $8 per year for rent, that is just 
for a footing on the island, and $1.50 for 
the support of the poor. The nearly one 
million paupers there compares with about 
250,000 outdoor and 110,000 indoor pau- 
pers in the United States in 1890 out of a pop- 
ulation of 65 millions. 

When one hears how poor Englishmen are 
just now one has in the land question the very 
heart of the secret. Land cannot be bought 
at its agricultural or productive value, but 
must be paid for at the artificial valuation it 
has acquired through the feudalistic desire on 
the part of rich men to own large estates. 
Land rents may not pay so well as in years 
gone by, but peculiar social advantages and 
certain political preferences, as well as direct 
political influence over the tenants, still at- 
tach to large land owners. Hence men who 
make a great deal of money almost without 
exception invest a part of it in country estates 
and lay the foundations for social and political 
power in this or that country. The tenants 
on large estates forty years ago were to all in- 
tents and purposes political slaves, and to 
some extent they are slaves still. They find 
their rights and freedom in the cities, and 
they flock thither. It is a combination of 
democracy and land-holding by a few that 
has so radically changed the grouping of the 
population of Great Britain in the last few 
years. 

The writer—Price Collier—says the most 
striking element in the life of John Bull“ 
in the last hundred years is the vast increase 
in the wealth, power, and numbers of his 
grandchildren, Canada and Newfoundland 
have a population equal to that of Sweden. 
the West Indies a population equal to that of 
Greece, the South African colonies more than 
that, the Australian colonies a population 
equal to that of Switzerland, that of India is 
nearly 198 miilions, and the native States 57 
millions more, the total being equal to that of 
all Europe, excludmg Russia. Having built 
up such barriers as these against disaster En- 
gland can afford to be less bothered about 
the minor details of housekeeping than 
coquettish France, or beer-and-philosophy- 
ertrunken Germany, or bankrupt and volatile 
Italy.“

SALISBURY ON SCIENCE. 

The address by Lord Salisbury at the latest 
annual meeting of the British assoviation 
presents that nobleman in a new light before 
the world, as a man who deeply understands 
the nature of things as well as the art of gov- 
erumg men. Lord Salisbury has been known 
as one who had made a special study of ap- 
plied electricity, but his speech to the mem- 
bers of the association proves that he has 
taken a comprehensive survey of a much 
wider field in physical science than that usu- 
ally supposed to be occupied by the study 
with which his name has been associated in 
the past, though he refers to his position of 
Chancellor of Oxford University as the acci- 
dental cause of his being chosen to open the 
proceedings of the meeting with an address. 

The speaker made a happy reference to our 
ignorance of the how of the coming of 
the sixty-five chemical elemertts into exist. 
ence, and in doing so told several facts not 
generally known. He said that one-third of 
them form the substance of this planet. Ar- 
other third are numerous but somewhat rare. 


The remaining third are curiosities, scattered 


hap-hazard but very scantily over the globe 
with no other apparent function than to pro- 
vide occupation for the collector and the 
chemist. Whether we believe that creation 
was the work of design or of inconscient law 
it is equally difficult to imagine how this ran- 
dom collection of dissimilar materials came 
together. Spectrum analysis has not thrown 
much light on this subject, though giving 
some important information about the 


: 


atoms themselves, that each of them when 
heated impresses upon the ether a set 
of vibrations which is all its own, and that the 
eleménts which exist in the stars, especially 
in the sun, are mainly those with which we 
ere farsiliar on earth. But within the last 
few years Mendeléeff has made the important 
discovery that the perplexing list can be 


divided into families of about seven, the. 


members of each family resembling each 
other as to weight, volume, heat, and laws of 
combination. In the plan of his families as 


at first laid down there were blanks which 


were urged as proofs of weakness in his 
echeme, but that weakness was turned to 
strength soon afterwards by the discovery of 
three elements which fill the gaps. This has 
left Mendeléeff’s law in an unassailable posi- 
tion, but has rather thickened than dissipated 
the mystery which hangs over the elements. 

The ether Lord Salisbury described as a 
half-discovered entity, of which we know 
nothing except the fact that it can be made to 
undulate, and even this solitary function it 
performs in an abnormal fashion which has 
caused infinite perplexity. The mystery of 
lite remains as great as ever, Out vast prog- 
ress has been made in the study of its micro- 
scopic forms, some of which stand convicted 
of causing many of the worst diseases to 
which flesh is heir, The antiseptic surgery, 
which we owe chiefly to Lister, and the inoc- 
ulation against anthrax, hydrophobia, and 
perhaps some other diseases, which we owe to 
Pasteur, must be recorded as splendid victo- 
ries which constitute no small part of the 
great glory of the scientific workers of this 
century. 28 

In speaking of Darwin Lord Salisbury sa id 
that the intrinsic power of his theory is shown 
at least in this one respect that in the de- 
partment of knowledge with which it is con- 
cerned it has effected an entire revolution in 
the methods of research. The study of nature 
has ceased to be purely statistical; it has be- 
come predominantly historical. Darwin has 
disposed of the doctrine of the . immutability 
of species, but Darwinism is not proven.“ 
The development of man from the jelly fish, 
up through the many intermediate stages, 
would require a much longer time than is 
conceded by the mathematicians as possible 
to have elapsed since the surface heat was so 
great that it would have dissipated the jelly 
fish intoa mass of vapor long before he had 
a chance to display the advantageous varia- 
tion which was to make him the ancestor of 
the human race. 


Ir was stated in a New York dispatch in 
yesterday’s Trispunz that when Secretary Car- 
lisle was in that city the 30th of last March 
he paid a visit to the office of the American 
Sugar Refining company, better known as 
the sugar trust, and that when he was in the 
city during July he paid another visit to the 
office of the same concern. Nothing was said 
by him regarding these incidents of his two 
trips to New York when he was before the 
Senate investigating committee, though they 


took place during that period when the trust 


was devoting itself most assiduously to its task 
of getting from Congress a schedule which 
would be as profitable for it as was the one 
which, with its amendments in Secretary Car- 
lisle's handwriting, was reproduced in Tun 
Tripunzg. Under the circunistances it seems 
as if the Secretary ought to state what the ob- 
ject of these two visits was. If they had 
nothing to do with the sugar schedule so much 
the better. If they had something to do with 
it, why not tell what that something was.

Do let the people know why the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury called at the officeof the 
sugar trust at the time when legislation of 
such vital importance to it was under consid- 
eration at Washington.

The Manxman” (D. Appleton & Co.) is 
not a strikingly original story 98 far as the 
plot goes.

It is a 
story, and that is something to be thankful 
for. It has a moral, as most every story has.

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HOW MUKWONAGO WAS GIVEN ITS 
PEOULIAR NAME. 


Pleasing Summer Resort Called a Queer 
Name by Indians Long Before Chicago 
Was Dreamed Of—Phantom Lake Story 
Told to the Resorters There—News from 
the Spots Among the Lakes, Rivers, and 
Trees Where Weary Chicagoans Are 
Resting During the Heated Term. 

Paarrom Laxs, Wis., Aug. 25.—The post- 
office of this township is known as Muk- 


wonago, one of the prettiest and most pros- 
perous of the many little towns along the 
line of the Wisconsin Central, yet the hun- 
dreds of resorters that have been at Phantom 
Lake this summer never heard of the town 
before. Its name is such a peculiar one that 
the visitors ha ve been wondering for many 


days how it originated. One night last week 
„Dan Camp, editor of the Chief, came up 


to the town and told the story, which is full of 
interest. His version is as follows: 

„How this village came to be called ‘ Muk- 
wonago,’ which means in Pottawatomie 


» the place of bears, I have heard my father 


relate many times as we sat before the great 
fireplace in our old log cabin not twenty rods 
from where now stands the Chief office. My 
father, H. H. Camp, came to Mukwonago in 
36, riding an Indian pony all the way from 


Hamburg, New York State. He with two: 


others were the only palefaces here in the 
spring of 1836, but the Indian village, Muk- 
wonago, coatained 1,200 souls, and was per- 


- haps the largest Pottawatomie Indian vil- 


lage in the Territory. The village was e 
straggling row of wigwams along what is now 
the main street of the village, some along the 
river banks, and the Chief, who indulged in 
tne luxury of four squaws, had his ,tepeé 
just north of Phantom Inn, near 
the outlet of Phantom Lake. This 
lake was called ‘ Nish-ko-Tash,’ or clear 
waters. The level plateau where the Picker- 


— ing cottage stands was a favorite camping 


place of the tribe. The Indians remained 
here more or less until the early 408, and 
during the winter of 38 there was an old In- 
dian across the Fox River in the heavy tim- 
ber, an Indian whom the tribe held in high 
reverence—a sort of medicine man. He was 
much bent with age, the only Indian, father 
says, he ever saw whose hair was white with 
age. He claimed to be 150 years ola. 
Father is certain he must have been nearly as 
old as heclaimed. In course of one con- 
versation, and after father had made him a 
resent of some tobacco, and, I apprehend, a 
ittle tirewater, he told the story of ‘the 
place of bears.’ Long ago, when he was a 


- young brave, there camea year when there

was no rain and game fled the country, mak- 
ing it hard for the tribeto get any big game 
such as bear, elk, and deer, and the tribe, or 
this branch of it, which at that time was 
¢amped near what is now Rochester, divided 
up their hunters, sending some up the valley 
of the Rock River, others up above the port- 
age of the Wisconsin and Fox River. and some 
even went as tar to the westward as the 
large game for winter sup- 
plies. All came back empty handed. As the 
which had been sent to.the north came 
from the direction of 
Waukesha they struck the high lands where 
this village now stands, which were thickly 
studded with great white oaks. Now these 
great trees on the high lands extend their 
roots straight down into the earth, where they 
were supplied with moisture. They were 
green and fresh and bore large quantities of 
acorns, a food that bears greatly like. Here 
they found countless numbers of bear, fat 
and sleek, und they killed a great 
any with spears and arrows—in fact. 
y slaughtered so many that it was impos- 
sible to carry them to their village. So they 
piled them up—over eighty—around a big 
white oak near -here and concluded to move 
their entire village to this place, which they 
did, calling it ‘ Mukwonago,’ or ‘the place of 
bears.“ is was the version given to my fa- 
ther fifty-six years ago by the old white- 
haired Indian, so that i may safely say the 
village has borne the name it bears for a cent- 
ury and a half, or before Milwaukee was 
thought of or the name of Chicago even 
epoken. This is why Muk-won-a-go is known 
as the oldest Indian viliage in Wisconsin.”’

was made by the French in 1794, when the 
urmies were oh wean with two companies of 
aeronauts. One was commanded by rs 
Coutelle, who renderea great service at 

battle of Fleurus. He used captive balloons, 
and, stationed in his car, transmitted his in- 
structions to his men below by means of col- 
ored flags. He did not reach any higher alti- 
tude than 1,500 feet, but as he was out of range 
of the Austrian guns he made good use of his 


‘position. He says in his memoirs the balloon 


had a demoralizing effect on the enemies, 


who came to the idea that they could do noth- 
‘ing without being seen. 


During the civil war the Federal Govern- 
ment made use of balloons for observations. 
In September, 1861, one of the most daring 
aeronauts, Mountaine, furnished impor- 
tant information to Gen. McClellan. His 
balloon rose from the northern camp of the 
Potomac and passed above Washington. The 
ropes were then cut and La Mountaine rose 
to the height of a mile and a half and found 
himself directly over the lines of the enemy. 
There he was able to observe perfectly their 
position and their movements. When he had 
seen all he wished he threw out ballast and 
rose to a height of three miles, when 
a current carried him in the direc- 
tion of Maryland, where he descended 
in safety. en. McCiellan was 80 
much satisfied with these observations that,

ed dy electricity. This was in 1884. 
Since then both France and England have 
vied with each other in their efforts to perfect 
the system of s‘gnals by balloons lighted in 
this manner. The airships are made of trans. 
— si.k and held fast by stout cables. 
ithin the balloon are a number of incandes- 
cent lamps, which are connected with a bat- 
tery placed below the balioon, the currents of 
which are easily operated. By giving the 
electric flashes within the balloon longer or 
shorter duration signals may be given by an 
operator, who does not need to be up in the 
balloon, tut remains on the ground. The 
stem adopted is similar to that of the 
orse. 

Through this system night signals from 
great distances, or from places where no other 
means are to be had, are not only possible 
but simple and convenient. The apparatus 
is easily operuted and can be transported 
The balloon forms a 
large, luminous body, which can be seen ata 
great distance. 

A Frenchman has improved the recently 
exhibited balloon made by Bruce, an elec- 
trician of note. The French engineer has 
made his electrical balioon of about 150 
cubic meters, with incandescent lamps of 
eighteen to twenty-five candle power, and at 
the trial experiment the signals shown by 
this balloon were distinctly visible at ten 
miles distance. The lloon is pro- 
vided with an ingeniously constructed 
contrivance by which movable signs can be 
given by the operator in quick succession, 
thus epabling cipher dispaiches of great 
length to be transmitted wtth the utmost 
ease. This balloon, besides, is titted out with 
a search-light of great power, which feature 
will also be of immense importance during 
war. The operator can throwan intense light 
on the surrounding country and thus be en- 
abled to ascertain the movements of the 
enemy. 

The aeronauts with the aid of science have 
accomplished wonders, but even now there 1 
a great deal of room for improvement, Until

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SPRINGS UP BY MAGIC. 


SKY SORAPER BEING BUJLT ON 
TOP OF A BUSY MART OF TRADE 


“The Reliance” Udder Construction With- 
out Inconvenience to Tenants, Pedes- 
trians, or Vehicles=Apparatus Tacked 
Out of the Way=Muach of the Work 
Done at Night- Brilliant Vitreous Ex- 
terior Pianned=Novel Scheme for Med i- 
cal Men- Unique Structural Enterprise. 

Here's a pleasing aovelty. 

On one pa she most crowded down-town 
corners they are building a fourteen-story 
skyscraper on the top of a big dry goods 
store. The dry goods store keeps right on at 
business and the crowds go in and out of its 
doors unhampered. There are no piles of 
beams on the sidewalk, no fussy hoisting en- 
gines on the curb, no mountains of building 
material or trash to take up half the street. 
Thousands and thousands of people go swarm- 
ing around this particular corner every day, 
and not half of them know there is any- 
thing unusual going on. There are no 
derricks to be dodged, no dust or litter falls in 
the laces and pretty things in the shop win- 
dows, and nobody has to get out and walk in 
the middle of the street. 

Thie sounds like a fairy tale or a descrip- 
tion of the millennium when folks who build 
skyscrapers shall have changed their ways ut- 
terly. But there is nothing fanciful about it. 
The work is going on every day and the most 
ofevery night. They have already run the 
steel skeleton of this skyscraper 200 feet into 
the air, have laid the fireproof floors, and are 
making ready to begin on the walls. The 
walls of a big building go in with the plumb- 
ing, glazing, and such like incidentals nowa- 
days. They cut a small figure in 
the construction of the building i- 
self. This skyscraper, which is being so 
queerly and modestly built, is at the south- 
west corner of State and Washington streets. 
They cali it the Reliance Building. It is to be 
somewhat of a wonder in a number of par- 
ticulars. 

Queer Doings at the Corner. 


There have been queer doings on this cor- 
ner for several years. The property beloags 
to E. W. Hale. The first floor of it used to be 
occupied by the First National Bank. When 
Mr. Hale bought it in 1884 there was a heavy 
five-story building of the old style of fire- 
proof construction there. The new owner 


wanted a tall, iron-ribbed concern of the Chi- 


cago style of construction, but he had dif- 
ficulties in setting about the enterprise. The 
upper floors of the building were filled with 
long-term tenants who objected to moving 
out, but the first floor was at the disposal 
of the owner. So he boosted the heavy walls 
up on jackscrews and shores, tore the first 
floor and the old foundations out from under the 
building, put in the regulation deep founda- 
tion of concrete and railway iron intended to 
hoid up a house of fourteen stories. Also he 
reconstructed the first floor on the steel rib 
plan, finished it off with great plate glass 
windows and polished Scotch granite piliars. 

All this while he was calmly collecting rents 
from the undisturbed tenants on the upper 
floors. 

This was in 1890. Owner Hale sat him 
down and waited tor those upper floor leases 
toexpire. In the meantime the big dry 
goods house had taken possession of 
the ground floor with a long-term lease. 
May of this year, the last leases of the tenants 
on the upper floors expired. Owner Hale 
prepared to finish up his tall building. He 
built a “se strong awning on the State street 
and the Washington street sides of the build- 
ing. Its roof was twenty-five feet above the 
sidewalk and it did not darken the show 
windows underneath. Then 
heels of the retiring tenants workmen began 
ripping that old fashioned five story building 
to pieces. The dusty and dirty parts of the 
work was done at pight so that few people 
suffered inconvenience. The old walls were 
broken up and tumbled through wooden 
chutes into wagons that carried them away. 
The building was cut downto the ceiling of 
the first floor. That leit the stumps of the 


steel columns put in in 1884 sticking up 


for foundations. A gravel roof was built over 
the ceiling and a faise roof of heavy planking 
was laid over this. 


Stowing Away the Apparatus, 


Then one night along about June 1 wagons 
with hoisting engines, derricks, ropes, and that 
sort of thing drove upin front of the plave. 
The hoistmg engines were hidden in the 
space which was to be the main entrance to 
the neu building, and the derrick was set up 
“on the false roof, Other wagons came with 
steel beams for the skyscraper’s ribs. These 
were unloaded late in the afternoon and the 
evenings, and before morning the beams 
would be hoisted out of the way. Few people 
saw the work at all. The steel skeleton grew 
and grew, but the dorricks kept guyly up 
with it. and as fast es more beams 
came they were yanked up to the top floor 
and stowed away where there was no danger 
of State street shoppers stumbling over them. 
Sand and cement, terra cotta for the walls 
and fireproof tile for the floors. wires and 
steam pipe and bricks and a little lu ber, and 
all the great mass of material that gues to 
make up your tall office buildmg was served 
in the same way. All of it was unloaded in 
email quantities late in the day and hoisted 
dizzily away in huge boxes during the night. 
The streets were kept clear and clean. No 
one has any idea of the bulk of material thus 
expeditiousiy and neatly handied, tut there 
were many trainloads of it. There are be- 
tween 700 and 800 tons of steel in 
the building. All the main upright supports 
are of the Gray column tyre—the invention 
of a Chicago engineer. Each of these col- 
umns consists in fact of four beams. Each 
beam is of riveted angle iron. The whole is 
strongly braced transversely and gives about 
as much supporting strength to the pound of 
material as ingenuity could devise. Then in 
the hollow spaces of these columns ail the 
multitudes of gas, steam, and water pipes and 
all electric wires—the arterial system of your

away. 

But to get back to the way are con- 
structing this Reliance Building, without muk- 
ing life miserable to ey who comes 
within four blocks. re agg Al 


ment, and look’ twice as 

small nd area—the building is but 50x85 
feet. It sticks up like a shot tower. Tne 
most of the plans have been putin. Masons 
are building the masks of brick which are to 
serve for tne two rear walls. Other artificers 
are laymg the terra-cotta blocks for 
the front walls. Electricians and piumb- 
ers and steam-fitters are 8 to 
tumble over each other on the lower 
floors. A few structural ironworkers are 
finishing up the dizzy job of bolting in 
the last stiffening for the pavement. But the 
steel skeleton, the heaviest and most danger- 
ous part of the work, was done Aug. i, e 
whole building is to be finish by New 
Year’s. All these laborers are pounding 
away without disturbing anybody. You can 
stand under the awning and you will never 
know that there is a skyscraper being rushed 
up over your head. 
and out of the dry goods store, there is no 
cluttering up of the entrances, the establish- 
ment looks as trim and clean aud fresh under 
its plank hood as ever it did. On tne State 
street front there is not even a stray brick- 
Ono the Washington street 
side there is one little pile of tiling and an- 
other of sand—that is there was yesterday. It 
— all, probably, been snatched aloft by this 
time, 

The rule that all material must be delivered 
in small quantities and got off the street at 
once is being rigidly adhered to. 
The Charles S. Fuller company, which 
has the general contract, has observed this 
plan throughout. The result is a revelation 
in down-town building methods. 

Supt. Collins, who is in charge of the archi- 
tectural work for D. H. Burnham & Co., says: 
Any contractor can do the same if only he 
wantsto. We do notclaim to be especially smart 
folks. All the material we had brought was 
late in the day or at night. There are two 
derricks—one for iron and the other for terra- 
cotta. These handle from 50 to 100 wagon- 
loads per night, beginning at 6 o'clock and 
finishing at midnight or 2 o’ciock. This gave 
us the material to work with next day. n 
all rubbish and débris was lowered and carted 
away before morning, so during business 
hours we had the streets entirely clear. 
It is easy to do if 2 go about it in the right 
way. Through all the work we have had no 
accidents of consequence—the building has 
not cost a life. Only one or two workmen 
have received slight injuries.“ 

Mr. Hale, the owner, says: There is a 
clause in the specificatiors which insists that 
the streets be kept clear and that my dry 
goods tenant shail not bein any way inter. 
iered with or discommoded. The Fuller 
company has carried that provision out com- 
pletely and I have not heard a single com- 
plaint from the tenants. I suppose it has cost 
the contractors considerable to peep the der- 
ricks going at night, and yet perhaps they 
have gained by it. They have kept their ma- 
terial constantly piling in on the workmen, 
and the men naturally work faster when they 


_ gee the thing crowding on them in that way. 


J have had queer experiences with that 
corner. When I first put in the foundations I 
was still drawing rent from the tenants on 
the upper floors, and now while 1 am rebuild- 
ing the upper floors Iam getting the $2,500 
a month rent from my dry goods tenant with- 
out interruption. It is nota bad scheme. 
Besiles Isave four months in the work of 
construction and have my building ready dur- 
ing tho winter for spring tenants, thereby 
avoiding complications,”’ 

There are & good many novel things in this 
Reliance Building besides the method of its 
construction. In the first place when it is 
finished it will shine the whole height of its 
fourteen stories like a newly-polished porce- 
lain saucer. What part of its exterior is not 
of pigte glass will be finished in cream white 
giazed terra cotta, not the rough-surfaced 
stuff but terra cotta with a crockery 
finish on it that will glint and 
blaze in the sunlight, that will come 
out spick and span and new after every 
shower. Soot and dust will wash off as easily 
as scouring a soup-plate. It wiil be a sight 
to see, this polished and glittering sky- 
scraper. Enaimeled terra cotta has never 
been used before for the exterior walis of a 
building, except in China—the porcelain 
towers of the Celestials will be the only match 
for the Reliance Building. The fronts of the 
building show five rows of broad bow wir 
dows the whole fourteen floors, and it is be- 
tween these that the glazed terra cotta will 
be placed. Itis being delivered now—thou- 
sands and thousands of littie blocks of it, 
each one intended to fit some particu- 
lar exact place and each one num- 
bered so that the workman can cement 
it in that place. All of them are 
elaborate with scrollery and intricate designs 
that will make a brave show once they all get 
into place. 

Of course in the matter of mosaic floors, 
marble wainscot, handsome eilectroliers, fast 
elevators, and that sort of thing the Reliance 
is to be quite up to date and a trifle ahead. 
But there are more novelties. One peculiar 
sign which Owner Hale will hang out says: 

: OFFICE HOURS TO LET. : 

This is for the benefit of physicians. Two 
floors will be devoted entirely to medical men 
—the ninth and the fourteenth. The arrange- 
ment of the two is to be similar. There is to 
be a large and richiy furnished reception- 
room, fitted up withéall manner of luxury, 
connecting with a dozen or more 
dainty little consultation rooms. These 
rooms are to be equipped with all the para- 
phernalia necessary fora physician or sur- 
geon. Any doctor who wants a down-town 
office for a few hours a day can have one of 
these with use of the reception room at 80 
much an hour, a day, ora month, That is, he 
can use a room say from 9 to 10 a. m. each 
day. At 10 o'clock he will pack his medicine 
chest, depart, and the next doctor will take 
his place. It is a scheme intended especially 
for those medical men who have the most of 
their prattice in the residence districts 
who wish to have office room down- 
town for an hour or so a day. 
Private exits are arranged from each congul- 
tation room, so that temporary tenants 
can treat their patients quite as satisfactorily 
as if they were in their own offices. There is 
nothing like that in Chicago up to date.

Wheat prices opened firm, advanced e, 
sold off again nearly to the closing figures of 
Friday, and rested with net gains of se. 
Early cables were conducive to strength. Ac- 
cording to Beerbohm Liverpool spot wheat 
was steadier and futures firm. Wet weather 
unfavorable to the crop was reported in En- 
gland, and this had its bullish effect, but 
continental markets were slightly lower, which 
was somewhat of an offset. Over in the corn pit 
there were showings of strength at the outset 
and a few shorts began to buy in wheat. The 
initial demand, however, was somewhat slim. 
Subsequently commission-houses had some buy- 
ing orders from the country, bat this was met by 
selling orders from the Eastern markets. Again 
the heavy receipts acted like a wet blanket ou 
the spirits of believers in higher prices. Arrivals 
at primary points were reported at 902,000 bu, 
against 488,000 bu for the same day last year. 
Minneapolis had 108 cars in place of 48 cars last 
year; Duluth had 274 cars, against 134 cars; and 
Chicago received 520 cars, 362 contract grade. 
compared with 98 cars last year. Another poser 
was to be found in big receipts expected 
here Monday at 650 cars. On this there was a 
moderate lettiig out of long stuff, and it was 
perhaps surprising that more of it did not ap- 
pear. In fact, the market acted tolerably 
strong. considering the adverse influences and 
the dullness. A bull factor was that of liberal 
exports. It proved a potent influence. Accord- 
ing to Bradstreet’s exports. wheat and flour 
from both coasts were 8.182.000 bu, compared 
with 2,979,000 bu last week and 4,960,000 bu 
for the same week a year ago. At the North- 
western markets big recoipts, unlike the record 
of the y fore. were instrumental in 
weakening the December, and the eleva- 
tor interests there were evidently trying to 
hedge in their own markets against cash pur- 
chases. Local traders did not believe they would 
be successful, and it was thought the result 
would be such a relative weakéuing at Minneapo- 
lis and Duluth that the hedging operations would 
have to be transferred to the Chicago market as 
heretofore, the Northwestern markets not being 
broad enough to W prices against the lib 
eral sales necessary. Late cables showed no de- 
pressing effects. They were generally firm- 
er, with the foreign markets a trifle quiet.

HITCH IN THE LOAN. 


SYNDICATE FAILED TO PAY OVER 
OASH TO THE WHISKY TRUST. 


Indications That the Delay Is Only a Part 
ef Stock Market Manipulation=New 
York Bankers Decline to Get Small 
lis for Western Correspondents at the 
Expense of Their Gold Reserves=—Steady 
Stock Market=—Clearings Show Great 
Gains Over Last Year. 

The whisky trust loan is still unconsum mated. 

In spite of all the arrangements heralded by 

the New York syndicate which was to advance 


the money there was some hitch in the pro- 


ceedings yesterday, and the actual money has 
not been paid over. The Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank is in nominal possession of the 
property and has actual title to it, subject to 
the .government’s lien. Everything is in 


entire readiness for the completion ot the 
loan, so far as matters here and at Peoria are 


concerned. The delay was entirely the result 
of conditions in New York. There is the best 
of reason for believing that this whole matter 
of asupposed hitch in the proceedings and 


the announced possibility that the loan 
will not go through after all is but 
a part of a market rigging scheme. 


Whether it is in the interest of the speculative 
managers of the whisky trust or in the interest of 
speculators in the loaning syndicate does not 
matter particularly. The whole affair has the 
flavor of stock market manipulation at least, 
and the course of affairs in Wall street yesterday 
would indicate that the manipulation was most 
successful. Quotations went off with a rush. 
The market was full of stop orders aud the work 
of the manipulators received activesupport from 
that cause. 

The announcement is now probably in order 
that the joan will be made Monday. That would. 
according to the view of the whisky people, still 
give time for the removal of the goods from 
bond, for the law is not expected by them to go 
into effect until Monday at midnight. There 
was some talk in the market yesterday that the 
trust managers or the loaning syndicate had 
received an intimation that the President will 
veto the tariff bill, and that the halt in the pro- 
ceedings was caused by that. Itis much more 
probable, however. that the whole matter was 
merely the working out of a speculative scheme. 
It is among the possibilities that the syndicate, 
knowing the position of the whisky trust and the 
absolute necessity of rece:ving the money Mon- 
day if it is to be made use of at all, is using the 
situation to exact the last dollar of profit out of 
the loan. The trust is in a positiog where it 
might be compelied to pay extravagant rates 
for this money rather than lose it. Aud it may 
be that something of that kind lies under the sur- 
face. No one here a arod to know just what 
the trouble is. The Lilinois Trust and Savings 
Bank has performed its part as trustee and is in 
possession of the property, but it did not know 
what the cause of the delay was. 

Chicago bank clearings were more than $20,- 
000.000 greater last week than for the corre- 
sponding week of last year. an increase of some 
36 percent. On its face that statement looks ex- 
tremely encouraging and indicative that the ex- 
pectod commercial activity is at hand. On further 
examination it hardiy appears in so favorabie a 
light. It is over 618.000.000 behind the total 
for the corresponding week of 1892 and nearly a 
like amount beiow the total for 1891. The foot- 
ings for the week were as foilows:

Changes in the New York bank statement were 
not important. The greatest change was in the 
loans. which showed an increase of $2,464,000. 
Considering the improvement in trade that has 
been generaliy expected to show itself after tne 
passage of the tariff bill, that increase in loans 
is not notably large. The reserve decreased 
$188,000, specie decreased $284,000, legai ten- 
ders decreased $580.000, deposits increased 
$896,000, and circulation decreased $4,700. 

It is currently reported in New York banking 
circles, and it is said on excelient authority that 
the report has foundation, that the strong feei- 
4 Secretary Carliste among the banks 
of New York has taken the form of an informal! 
agreement not to turn gold into the 
Treasury in exchange for whatever small cur- 
rency may be required by country banks, as the 
season advances, for the purpose of moving the 
crops in the South and West. The banks wh ch 
have entered into this. agreement intend to ship 
to their correspondents the best that they have 
on tiand in the wep of currency and let the coun- 
try banks secure the small notes in other quar- 
ters. Current report has it that among the banks 
that have taken this stand are the Chase, Com- 
merce, Fourth National, First National, Import- 
ers’ and Traders’, Chemical, City, and others. 

It was the usual Saturdays steriing market. 
Quotations showed no change and there was lit- 
tie business. 

The stock market was a shade firmer, and was 
without developments of special intersst. Ail 
activity continues to be confined to the West Chi- 
cago Street railroad stock: Quotations for that 
were a shade firmer, but there was less of inter- 
one in the market than has been for some time bo- 

ore. 

A statement was officially sent to Tux TrrBune 
yesterday to the effect that the West Side street 
railroad company’s surpius is solarge that should 
business continue as bad for two years as it has 
bee: this year dividends can still be maintained 
where they are now and there would stiil be $1,- 
000.000 left. . 

The statement comes hand in hand with the 
cabie declaration from Mr. Yerkes that no new 
issue of stock or bonds is contemplated by the 
company at present, and may at least be taken as 
an indication that the insiders are inclined to 
present the West Side situation to the public in a 
favorable light now, Earnings are declared to 
be showing improvement, and itis said that tne 
net results of the year will be much better than 
has been anticipated.

Whisky Opens Up en Announcement 
That the Desired Loan Has Bean Made. 


New Yoru, Aug. 25.—The stock market opened 
irregularly. Louisville and Nashville and St. 
Paul were pressed for sale in sympathy with the 
declining tendency of the London market. 
Sugar was also weak. Distilling opened up on 
the official announcement thatthe full amount 
of the desired loan had been secured. Chesa- 
peake and Ohio wasin good demand.

A big break in whisky occurred an hour after 
the market opened and the trust stock was ham- 
méred unmercifully on a report that the trust 
had not been anle to procure the money it 
needed to get its goods out of bond.

The stock opened strong and 
sold up nearly 2 points uatil the report of the 
failure of its negotiations to got money it ne 
Then the slump foilowed. 

The dealings in whisky were the greatest of any 
day since the stock has n traded in.
